0  thofe  whom  Nature  hath  raifed  out  of 
a  refined  mould ,  and  are  by  their  Edu¬ 
cation  fublimed  to  a  higher  fpheere,  at 
the  Gentry  and  Literate  Perfons  o7  England,  this 
Difcourfe  is  no  wife  directed,  unlefs  accidentally 
by  a  fuperficial  view,  they  fhotdd  give  themfelues 
the  divert  if  event  of  admiring  the  folly ,  inden¬ 
tion,  and  fond pajfion  cf the  Vulgar,  whom  moving  ■ 

A  2  erra-\ 
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erratically  in  a  lower  region , » the  proper  task,  of 
ihefe  Sheets ,  reduce  to  a  more  certain  andlefs 
planetary  motion. 

As  the  Art  of  Phyfick  through  its  excellency 
hath  ever  dignified  Phyficians  to  that  Degree , 
as  to  appear  mofi  acceptable  to  Kings ,  Princes^ 
and  all  others  of  the  high  ell  ranch. ;  fo  likewife 
have  Phyficians  retributed  a  juft  gratitude  to 
their  Art ,  by  fuper adding  to  it  that  luflre  and 
fplendor ,  derived  from  their  mofi  fuccesful  Cures 
and  excellent  Praftice,and particularly from  that 
fo  famed  JEfculapian  College  of  London,  and  o- 
ther  Doftors  of  Phyfick.-,  who  by  their  Study  and 
Experience ,  through  Travel  have  of  right  merited 
that  title:  Tbefe  and  their  Art  have  of  late  years 
been  rendred  fubjeft  to  the  fame  fate  Religion 
and  the  Law  not  long  before ,  of  being  fubvertedby 
the  ignorance  and  ambition  of  fuch whofe  brain 
is  as  fubjeft  to  vapors ,  as  the  climat  wherein 
they  li  ve  Joeing  all  manner  of wayes  ignorant  of  the 
delicious  fruits  of  life ,  that  are  reaped  from  a  con- 
fiancy  in  their  Chur ch-wor [hip,  their  fubjeftion  to 
Government ,  and  in  their  due  Veneration  of 
Learning.  Their  ignorance  is  difcernahle  in 
their  fenflefs  liberality ,  of  conferring  the  honour 
and  title  of  Do  ft  or  upon  every  Quack.-,  Empirick , 
Surgeon ,  dpothecary ,  and  almoji  everyone  that 
carries  but  the  fcent  of  Mithridate  about  him  ^ and 

the 
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the  Ambition  of  thefe  h  no  lefe  ridiculom  in  re¬ 
ceiving  that  mock-title.  However  fence  it  is  their 
vulgar  humour foto  do, ,1 have  for  their  better  un¬ 
der  Handing  c or reff  ended  with  it  fo  far ,  as  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  fame  titles  ofPhyfician ,  Dofior,  Church - 
yard  and  Hackney  Phyfician  applied  to  the  fame 
parties,  viz.  to  Quacks,  Ernpiricks, ,.  Prfifcribing 
Surgeons ,  and P r a&ifeng  Apothecaries ,  for  the 
moft  part meaningno  other  but fuch,  unlefs  where 
for  diflinbUbn  the  Reader  will  occur  with  the  ad- 
ditionof  Accompli  flit.  My  name  1 have  purpof- 
ly  concealed,  becaufe  from  this  fmall labour  I pro- 
mife  myfelfno  other  advantage,than  a- complacen¬ 
cy  in  my  ownfentiment,of having  performed  a  duty , 
that  Noble  Art,  and  it' s  moft  Ingenious  Artifts • 
require  from  all ,  that  have  received  a  benefit 
from  it  and  them,  in  defending  its  honour  and  <?- 
minency  from  the  abufe  and  violation  of  fuch  mean 
and  pitiful  animals ,  as  are  above  mentioned . 

And  among  that  fry,  none  arrogate  a  greater 
Jhare  in  theprablice  of  Phyfick,than  the  prefer  ib- 
ing  Surgeons,  who  feem  to  be  enfranchifed  in  it, 
fence  now  a  dayes  Phyfecians  take  fo  little  infpdii- 
on  into  their  boutchery,  and  inhumane  practice y 
which  becaufe  I  (ball  not  much  infiftuponin  the 
enfuing  Difcourfe ;  1  will  infert  an  v. fiance  or 
two  here  :  One  Ikjiew,that  again fi  a  Diarrhoea  op 
loofnefs,gave  the  Patient  two  drams  of  Diapalma

of  the  brain ,  and  at  lajl  rendrtd pim  p arafyticK , 
Atbird  upon  the  exhibit :on  of  red  Precipitate  ill 
prepared  isrmr/e  applied ffter  innumerable  fools 
precipitated  the  Patient  into  hisfoffiny  this  and 
many  other  dif after s  were  tbeconfequenceofa  huge 


hh  impertinent  andfaflidious  boldnejs  did  arrive 
to  the  leaf,  repuUyWtre.it  not  bis  attendance  on 
a  great  per  I'm  had  given  a  feeming  appearance  of 

his  bungling  skill--  •'  ,, 

After  all  this ,  hnufl  in  fiort  acquaint  you  with 

the  remainder  <f  my  fcope,  chiefly  ayming  to  di- 
(limguifi  thofe  Prefer ibingSurgeons,  andJ  ralii- 
Jfing  Apothecaries ,  by  their  dangerous  and  fraudu¬ 
lent  practice,  from  skilful  Chirurgeons  andEonef 
Apothecaries  ;  for  both  which  I  have  not  only  a 
due  refpebt  and  eileew  •>  but  fh all  her eby  endeavor 
to  convince  'all  accomplifbt  Phyficians  of  them- 
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their  Art ,  making  it  my  only  requefl ,  not  to  take 
amis,  what  may  he  expreffed  in  Drollery  or  ea  rneji 
againft  thofe  of  their  fraternity ,  that  are  no  lefs 
injurious  to  the  Noble  Prattice  of  Phyfick than 
'theneceffary  Employ  of  Skilful  Surgeons  and  Ho¬ 
ne  f  Apothecaries. 

My  vulgar  Reader  I  hope  will  not  be  offended 
with  my  franck.  humour  of  having  objected  their 
fickle-headed  inconflancy,  which  quality  being  fet 
afidejt  may  without  partiality  be  affertedjhey  are 
a  peopleyehom  for  their  more  than  ordinary  endow¬ 
ments  of  Mind \  fingular  Valour  and  addrefs  in 
their  Ar ms^Nature particularly  hath  difiingnijht 
from  all  other  Nations  of  the  Continent ,  by  fating 
them  in  a  mojl  beautiful  Ifland ,  and  putting  in • 
their  hands  the  Scale  ofjufiice ,  to  compofe  or  de¬ 
cide  the  Difputes  of  all  Foreign  Princes  by  their 
invincible  Power  at  Sea  and  Land. 
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0  difcommend  what  fo  many  are 
fond  of,  is  a  chara&er  no  wayes 
obliging ;  and  therefore  clifco- 
yering  the  familiar  cheats  and 
impoftures  ofthofe,  whom  our 
vulgar  doth  fo  paflionately  af- 


red,  muff  neceflarily  prove  a  work  of  very  flen- 


der  merit.  However,  fince  I  do  not  compute  the 
vain  applaufes  of  a  credulous  rabble  the  juft 
price  of  my  labours,  nor  dread  the  venomous 
darts  of thofe  I  make  the  fubjed  of  my  difcourfe, 
but  chiefly  rendriiig  my  felf  to  that  vertue,where- 
by  menar£fpirited  to  work^a  publick  good  to 
their  private  di  (advantage,  fhall  now  open  to 
your  fight,  the  skulls  of  fuch  as  are  commonly 
intruded  with  y Our  health,  where  you  may  be- 
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hold  the  wheels  of  their  brain,  framing  fubtil 
pra&ioes,  to  drain  jour  dropfical  puries,  and 
play  the  fool  with  your  confumpti ve  bod  ies. 

§  But  that  all  this  fhould  be  tranfa&ed  with  a 
delight  to  the  Patient,  may  feem  no  lefs  than  a 
riddle, thougheafily  refolved ;  for  as  in  cheat¬ 
ing  there  is  a  Bonum  utile,  fo  in  being  cheated 
there  is  a  Bonum)ucundum^  the  Impoftor  ufualiy 
imprefling  an  expectation  more  plcafant  than  or¬ 
dinary  on  his  Patients  fancy,  which  doth  not  a 
little  tickle  his  dull  fpleen.  This  confirms  the 
truth  of  the  Motto,  Vu/gus  vult  decipi-,  The  vul¬ 
gar  will  needs  be  cheated  ;  a  faying  that’s  more 
applicableto  the  commonalty  of  this  Horizon , 
than  of  any  other  in  Europe .  For  that  once  a 
a  Heel -maker,  fhould  arrive  to  an  Eftate  of  many 
thoufands,  by  felling  Barley  water  with  a  few 
drops  of  Spirit  of'Salt  in  it,  were  in  no  other  Ci¬ 
ty  poffible,  than  on  Tower-  Wharf  in  London ;  or 
that  a  rational  people  fhould  permit  their  purfes 
to  be  gelded,  and  their  bodies  anatomized  alive 
by  a  huddle  of  Empiricks,  as  that  Hatband-ma¬ 
ker, once  of  Moorfields ;  the  Gunfmith  in  Barra¬ 
can;  that  old  doating  piece  of  Nonfeufe  in 
Southwark.’-)  befidcs  many  more,  not  worth  the 
value  of  my  Inck  and  Paper,  can  only  be  report¬ 
ed  of  our  Englifh  .'  Or  that  not  long  fince,  a 

French  Mountebank  DoClor,  (who  for  many 

years 
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years  in  his  own  Countrey,  could  fcarce  counter- 
poife  his  ordinary  expences,  with  the  fruits  of 
his  practice,)  fhould  in  lefs  time  than  the  com¬ 
mon  life  of  a  Phyfician, extraCt  a  mafs  of  two  hun¬ 
dred  thoufand  Jacobus' s  out  of  the  Mines  of 
Englijh  Church  -yards,  is  an  Argument  for  other 
Nations,  to  accufe  us  of  an  extream  wantonnefs  in 
our  pockets.  But  I  muft  pretermit  illuftrating 
that  SubjeCt,  not  being  embarqued  ina  defign  of 
reproving,  but  informing  my  vulgar  Reader. 

§  The  Law  looks  very  grim  upon  Gipfles  for 
cheating  young  folks, though  ofa  very  fmall  part 
of  their  money,  by  conjecturing  at  their  For¬ 
tunes,  which  poflibly  may  oft  correfpond  with 
the  purpofe  of  their  prediction,  though  other 
times  may  vary:  But  vulgar  Phyficians,  and 
■thole  of  no  indifferent  report,  do  not  only  conje¬ 
cture  grofly  at  the  Difeafes  of  their  Patients,  but 
alfo  moll  times  make  a  fhameful  difference  be¬ 
tween  their  conjectures, and  the  date  and  event  of 
thofe  Difeafes,  whereby  the  party  is  defrauded  of 
a  great  part  of  his  mony,  and  like  a  fool  his  expe¬ 
ctation  fruftrated. 

Here  may  be  demanded,  which  of  tftefe  is  the 
greateft  cheat ;  the  Gipfie,who  for  a  trifle  it  may 
be  a  Beggers  Alms,  gives  his  Auditor  a  divertife- 
mentofapleafantdifcourfe,  leaving  him  withal! 
to  a  free  eleftion  of  crediting  what  he  pleafes,  or 
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the  vulgar  Hackney  Phyfician,  who  impofes  an 
obligation  on  his  Patient,  to  believe  his  imperti¬ 
nent  fendment  of  his  infirmity,  and  for  fo  doing 
is  fat  isfied  with  nolefs  than  a  whole  gripe  of  Half 
Crowns  ?  Certainly, where  there  is  a  due  propor¬ 
tion  obferved  between  the  recompence  and  the 
merit,  that  cannot  be  comprehended  within  the 
circumference  of  a  cheat, and  therefore  one  might 
juftly  aver  an  indemnity  in  the  Gipfies  penny, 
though  no  fmall  cheat  in  the  vulgar  Empiricks 
Jacobus. 

§  But  to  prevent  your  cenfuring  me,  overba¬ 
lanced  with  a  prejudice  to  thofe,  that  fo  much 
abufethat  noble  Profeflion;  I’le  condudl  you 
into  their  ufual  road  and  method,  of  examining 
their  Patients,  and  making  inquiry  into  their 
Difeafes,  wherewith  being  acquainted,  you  may 
(though  of  never  fo  unpolifht  a  skull)  as  readily 
pronounce  a  ^erdift,  as  the  belt  Lye-a-bed  till 
noon. 

Gy  This  knack  doth  chiefly  confift  in  three 
notions,  viz*  Firft,  that  a  Patients  grievance  is 
either  a  difcernable  evident  difeafe ,  which  his 
own  confeffim  makes  known  to  you ,  what  it  is  ;  or 
Secondly  an  inward  pain ;  or  Thirdly ,  one  of 
thefe  two  Endemick  Difiafes,  a  Scurvy-,  or  Con- 
fumption ,  or  a  third ,  the  Pox.  This  is  their  The¬ 
ory,  which  i&fo  deep  engrafted  on  their  Dura> 

Mater , 
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Mater ,  and  may  be  acquired  with  lefs  induftry, 
than  fourteen  years  ftudy  at  one  of  our  Uni  verb- 
ties  ;  for  fo  much  time  is  requifite  to  make  a  man 
grow  up  to  a  Do&or,  the  formality  whereof  in 
moft places  confifts  in,  Accipiamus  pecuniamet 
dimitt  amm  afinum. 

§  Next  I’l  inform  you  in  the  application  and 
ufes  of  thefe  threeNotions.  If  a  fick  man  makes 
hisaddrefsto  a  Vulgar  Phyfician,  he  demands 
his  complaint ;  T’other  replies,  he  is  troubled 
either  with  a  Vomiting,  Loofnefs,  Want  of  Sto¬ 
machy  Cough,  Bad  digefture.  Difficulty  ofbrea- 
thing  or  Phtifick,  Faintnefs,  Jaundifc,  Green- 
ficknefs,  Dropfie,  Gout,  Convulfion-fits,  Palfie, 
Dizzinefs  or  Swimming  in  the  brain ;  Vomiting, 
Coughing,  or  Spitting  of  Blood, an  Ague,  a  Con¬ 
tinual  great  heat  or  Fever.  Thefe areall  evident 
©ifeafes  the  party  himfelf  exprefies  he  is  trou¬ 
bled  with.'  But  his  ficknefs  not  being.an  evi¬ 
dent  Difeafey  which  he  himfelf  can  explain,  the 
Vulgar  Do5tor  concludes  it  muft  be -either  an 
inward  pain,  or  an  Endemick  difeafe.  The  Pa¬ 
tient  then  making  complaint  ofan  inward  pain, 
tohisoldtradeofgueffing  t’other  goes,  inqui¬ 
ring  firft  in  what  part ;  if  he  anfwers,  he  feels  a 
pain  in  the  right  fide  under  the  fhort  Ribs,  he 
tells  him  it’s  an  Obftruftion  or  ftoppage  in  the 
Liver;  if  in  the  left  fide  in  the  oppofite  part,

it  may  be  he  calls  it  a  Colick,  or  wind  in  the 
Guts;  if  in  the  back  or  loins  he  perfwades  him, 
it’s  Gravel,  Stone,  or  fome  other  Obftruftion  in 
theKidneyes;  ifaftitch  in  the  Bread:,  he  terms 
it  a  wind,  or  fometimes  a  Baftard,  or  other  times 
a  true  Pleurifie. 


&  Laftly,  if  the  party  be  reduced  to  a  very 
poor  and  lean  carcafs,  by  reafon  of  a  long  tedi¬ 
ous  Cough,  Spitting  of  blood,  or  want  of  fto- 
mach,  or  Feeblenefs,  or  almoft  any  other  difeafc 
or  pain,  then  be  fure,  he  tells  him,  he  is  in  a  Con- 
fumption,  or  at  leaft  falling  into  one.  But  being 
troubled  with  feveral  difeafes  and  pains  at  once, 
as  running  pains,  faintnefs,  want  of  ftomach, 
change  of  complex  ion,  foas  to  look  a  little  yel- 
lowifh,  duskifh  or  greenifh ;  then  t’other  whif- 
pers  him,  he  is  troubled  with  the  Scurvy.  Ifdi- 
feal’ed  with  ulcers  or  running  fores,  red,  yellow, 
blew,  or  dark  fpots,  pimples,  or  botches  in  the 
face,  arms,  legs,  or  any  other  part  of  the  body, 
that’s  determined  to  be  the  Scurvy  likewife,  fup- 
oofing  the  party  to  be  a  fober  difcreet  perfon; 
out  ifappearing  inclined  to wantonnefs,  by  rea¬ 
fon  of  his  youth  or  fly  countenance,  then  the 
fbrementioned  difeafe  istobe  called  the  Pox;  In 
mod  difeafes  of  women  they  accufe  die  Mother. 
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In  children  their  guefsfeems  far  more  fallible; 


for 


for  a  child  within  the  fix  Months  being  taken  ill, 
reftlefs,  and  froward,  if  there  appear  no  evident 
difeafe,  he  ever  affirms  ids  troubled  with  gripes ; 
upon  which  he  p rogn oft i cates,  that  not  fpeedily 
being  remedied,  the  child  will  fall  into  Convul- 
fionfits;  but  this  not  hapning  according  to  his 
pratdi&ion,  to  prevent  the  forfeiture  of  his  skill 
and  repute,  endeavors  to  poflefs  the  Mother  and 
reft  ofthe  Goffips,  it  had  inward  fits.  The  child 
being  paft  fix  Moneths,  and  falling  indifpofed, 
then  inftead  of  gripes,  it’s  difcompofed  by  bree¬ 
ding  of  teeth.  But  having  bred  all  his  teeth, and 
being  furprifed  with  any  kind  of  illnefs,  the  vul  • 
gar  Doctor  avouches,  it’s  troubled  with  Worms. 
In  fhort,  take  away  thefo  three  words,  Obftru&i- 
on,  Confumption,  and  Scurvy,  and  there  wi  11  re¬ 
main  three  dumb  Doctors,  the  Hackney-Phyfici- 
an,  The  Preforibing  Surgeon,  and  the  Pra&ifing 
Apothecary. 

§r  Hitherto  we  have  only  dilcovered  to  you 
the  ordinary  Phyficians  eonjefhiring  compafs, 
whereby  he  fteetS  his  cOude  to  arrive  to  the 
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knowledg  of  his  Patients  dif  cafes ;  there  yet  re-- 
mains  we  fhould  unlock  t’other  ventricle  of  his 
Brain,  to  behold  the  fubtlety  of  his  fancy,  in . 
grouping  at  the  caufes  ofdifoafes,  which  though 
the  Poet  declares,  ( fcelix  qui  potuit  rerum  cog- 
nofcere  canfijs, )  to  be  cloathed  with  the  darkeft 
■  -  clouds,  , 
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clouds,  yet  he  by  vertueof  this  following  prin¬ 
ciple,  aiir  sat  this  mark  immediately,  viz.  That 

me  ft  difeafes  arc  caufcd by  Choler , Phlegm,  Melan¬ 
choly,  or  Abundance  of  blood.  Of thefc,  two  are 
fuppoled  to  be  hot,  namely  Choler  and  Abun¬ 
dance  of  blood }  and  the  other  two  cold,  to  wit 
Phlegm  and  Melancholy,  and  confequently  cau- 
fes  of  hot  and  cold  difeafes.  Thefe  four  univer- 
fals  being  reduced  to  two  general  Categories 
under  the  notion  of  hot  and  cold,  any  one  having 
but  the  fenfe  of  diftinguifhing  Winter  from 
Summer,  may  in  the  time  of  an  Hixiua  Doxius 
inftantly  appoint  a  caufe  for  almoft  every  difeafe. 
So  that  a  Patient  difeovering  his  trouble,  it  may 
be  a  Want  of  Stomach,  Bad  digeftui  c,.  Fainting, 
Gough,  Difficulty  of  breathing,  Giddinefs,  Pal- 
lie,  (Sc.  his  Vulgar  Phyflcian  has  no  more  to  do, 
but  takes  him  by  the  fill,  to  feel  whether  he  be 
hot  or  cold  ;  if  he  finds  him  cold,  then  fummons 
in  his  cold  caufes,  Phlegm  and  Melancholy, 
which  ready  and  quick  pronouncing  of  the 
caufe  upon  a  meet  touch  doth  almoft  ftupefieour 
Patient  through  admiration  of  this  l Efculapian 
Oracle ,  hitting  him  in  the  right  vein  to  a  hairs 
breadth  •  for  quoth  he,  Indeed  Mr.  Doctor,  I 
think  you  underftandmy  diftemper  exceedingly 
well,  and  have  infallibly  found  out  the  caufe,  for. 
every  Morning  affoon  as  1  awake,  I  fpit  fuch  a 


deal  of  Phlegm,  and  moreover  I  muft  confefs  my 
felf  Co  be  extreamfy  given  to  Melancholy.  This 
jumping  in  Opinions  between  them,  makes  Mr. 
Do&or  fwell  with  the  expe&ation  ofa  large  fee, 
r  which  the  Patient  mod  freely  forces  upon  him, 
and  fo  the  fool  and  his  mony  are  Toon  parted. 
Now  it’s  two  to  one  but  both  are  difappointed, 
the  one  in  his  unexperienced  Judgment,  t’other 
in  his  fond  belief ;  for  date  the  cafe,  the  difeafe 
takes  its  growth  from  choler  or  abundance  of 
blood,  or  any  other  internal  caufe,  there  is  fcarfe 
r  one  in  a  hundred  of  thofe  that  are  tndifpofed, 
who  is  not  fubjefi  to  hauk  and  fpit  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  and  being  reduced  to  weaknefsby  reafon  of 
his  trouble,  muft  neceffarily  be  heavy  in  the 
paffionsoi  his  mind,  and  incident  into  Melan¬ 
choly  thoughts  through  the  memory  ofhis  mor¬ 
tality,  occafioned  by  this  infirmity.  So  that 
feldom  mirth  and  chearfulnefs  are  houfed  in  in- 
<  difpofed  bodies,  becaufe  they  are  deficient  of 
that  abundance  of  light  and  clear  lpirits, required 
to  produce ’em .  No  wonder  the  vulgar  is  fo 
opiniater  in  the  affair  of  their  temperament, 
when  belaboured  with  a  difeafe,  fince  in  their 
healthful  date  it’s  impoffible  for  a  Phyfician  to 
ingage  their  opinions  otherwife,  then  to  believe 
themfelves  to  be  Phlegmatick  and  Melancholy. 
My  felf  have  oft  been  prsefent  at  the  demands 
'  -  :  C  of 
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of  a  cenfure  upon  the  temperament  of  feveral, 
w hom  foffle  the  infallible  rules  of  Art  did  adjudg 
Sanguin, others  Cholerick,&C.  to  this  they  would 
ever  reply,  they  found  tbemfelves  Phlegmatick 
and  Melancholiy  ;  for  every  morning  they  f pit¬ 
ted  up  fuch  a  great  quantity  of  thick  clotted 
flegm,  that  they  muft  needs  thence  infer  their 
bodies  to  be  Phlegmatick  ;  And  Melancholy  they 
were  allured  did  poflefs  ’em ,  for  (  fay  they  ) 
though  for  the  moll  part  in  company  they  ap¬ 
peared  chearful  and  pleafant ;  yet  being  alone 
they  were  fubjeft  to  laple  into  Melancholy.  To 
this  reply  was  return’d,  that  all  men ,  efpecially 
thole  that  are  accuftomed  to  Suppers,  were  lub- 
jed  to  hawk  and  fpit  fiegm  at  their  awaking ,  by 
reafon  of  the  vapors ,  (  occafioned  through  the 
heat  ofthe  Body,  drawing  inwards  to  the  center, 
and  melting  the  Phlegmatick  and  fbluble  hu¬ 
mors  of  the  Body,)  the  Stomach  and  Bowels  do 
tranfmit  to  the  Brain ,  during  their  deep,  which 
as  foon  as  the  fpirits  are  Ioofned ,  (  for  through 
fleep  they  are  tyed  and  lockt  up,')  and  begin  to 
move,  are  precipitated  and  diftil  down  to  the 
Palat,  which  to  the  Brain  performs  the  office,  the 
Neck  doth  to  the  Head  of  an  Alembick;  and  in¬ 
deed  the  Brain  and  its  hollownefles  being  placed 
a  top  of  the  pipes  ofthe  Body ,  is  not  unlike  an 
Alembick  head,  for  attracting  and  diftilling 
moift  humors.  §  To 


§  To  return  to  the  point  of  declaring,  how 
the  vulgar  ftrives  even  with  violence  to  be  cheat¬ 
ed,  not  in  their  Purfes  only,  but  in  their  fancy 
and  Opinion ;  And  in  this  particular  our  Women 
are  fo  violently  eager ,  that  if  the  vulgar  Phyfi- 
i  ciancanbutmakea  true  found  upon  the  Treble 
of  their  Fancy,  will  produce  fuch  a  harmony,  as 
fhall  found  his  praife  through  City  and  Coun¬ 
trey  ;  and  without  thefe  Female  Inftruments  or 
She  Trumpets,  it’s  almoft  impoffible  fora  Vul- 
garift  to  arrive  to  a  famous  report ,  who  having 
once  by  his  Tongue  harmony  inchanted  the 
women,  doth  by  the  fame  cheat  fubjed  the  Opi¬ 
nions  of  men  to  his  advantage,  women  generally 
ufurping  and  impropriating  the  affair  of  their 
Husbands  health  to  their  own  management ;  for 
if  a  man  chance  to  be  furprized  with  ficknefs,  he 
prefently  asks  his  Wife,  what  Dodor  he  fhall 
lend  to ,  who  inftantly  gives  her  diredion  to 
him ,  that  had  her  by  the  Nofe  laft.  In  this 
■aiece  of  fubtilty  our  Dodor  fhews  himfelf  no 
efs  cunning  than  the  Serpent  in  Genefis-,  who  to 
cheat  Adam  thought  it  expedient  firli  to  deceive 
Eve . 

§  Now  without  any  further  preamble,  I  mud 
tell  you  the  humour, many  a  lick  woman  delights 
to  be  coakfed  in  by  the  ordinary  Phyfician,  vi%- 
fhe loves  to  be  told,  fhe  is  very  Melancholy , 
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though  of  never  fo  merry  a  compofure,  and  in 
chat  part  of  the  Lefany,  Mr.  Doctor  is  a  perfeft 
Reader  :  For  a  Woman  making  complaint  fhe 
is  troubled'with  Drowlinefs ,  want  of  Stomach, 
Cough,  oralmoft  any  diftemper,  heanfwers  her 
ihe  is  in  an  i  If  State,  and  troubled  with  great  and 
dangerous  Difeafes,  and  all  engendred  by  Me¬ 
lancholy ;  and  then  tells  her  once  over  again, fhe 
is  very  Melancholy,  and  lakh  he  probably  oc- 
cafionedby  courfe  Treats  at  home ,  or  fome  un- 
kindnefs  of  Friends,  which  makes  the  poor  Heart 
put  finger  in  her  eye ,  and  force  a  deep  figh  or 
two,  and  all  this  poffibly  for  being  denyed  a 
1  ankerd  on  Bartholomew  Fair ,  or  a  new  Gown 
on  May  Day ,  which  being  refrefh’d  in  her  me¬ 
mory,  doth  certainly  allure  her ,  the  imprellion 
of  that  Melancholy  to  be  the  original  of  her  trou¬ 
ble,  though  fome  moneths  or  years  paft,  efpe- 
eially  fince  her  Phyfician  dilcovers  to  her  as 
much,  and  for  fo  doing  admires  him  no  lefs,  in¬ 
tending  withall  to  give  an  ample  Teftimonyto 
theworld  ofher  Doctor’s  great  Skil :  But  this  is 
not  all ,  he  purfues  his  bufinefs ,  looking  into 
her  Eyes,  where  fpying  a  fmall  wrinckle  or  two 
in  the  inward  or  leffer  angle,  he  tells  her,  fhe 
hath  had  a  child  or  two,  namely  a  Boy  or  Girl  , 
accordingco  the  place  of  the  forefaid  wrinkle  in 
the  right  or  left  inward  angle  -  Thence  perfwades 
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her,  that  at  her  laft  lying  in,  her  Midwife  did 
not  perform  her  office  skilfully ,  or  did  not  lay 
her  well ,  whereby  the  received  a  great  deal  of 
prejudice,  as  Cold,  wrenching,  or  difplacing 
ofthe  Matrix,  Sec.  which  indance  fquaring  fo 
exactly  with  the  premeditated  lenfe  &  opinion 
of  his  fhe  Patient,  (mod  Women  though  never 
fowell  accommodated  in  their  Labour,  being 
prone  to  call  the  behaviour  of  their  Midwife  in 
quedion,)  he  hath  now  produced  a  far  greater 
confidence  than  before  ;  and  lad  of  all  to  corn- 
pleat  his  work  now  at  the  Exit  of  his  gulled  Pa¬ 
tient,  ofrendring  her  thoughts ,  opinion ,  and 
confidence  vaffals  to  his  ferv-ice,.,  fame  ,  and  ad¬ 
vantage  ,  makes  one  overture  more  of  a  great 
caufe  of  fome  of  her  fymptoms,  declaring  to  her, 
fhe  is  much  fubjeft  to  Fits  of  the  Mother ,  occa- 
fioning  a  choaking  in  her  throat;  and  herein 
they  alfo  jump  in  their  Sentiments ,  fearce  one 
Woman  in  a  hundred  but  one  time  or  other  is 


affix ul ted  by  thofe  uterin  deems,  efpecially  upon 
a  temped  of  any  of  her  Paffions  of  fright ,  fret; 
anger,  love,  Ere. 

§  If  I  have  hitherto  reproach’d  the  vulgar 
Phyfician  for  executing  his  employ  with  fo  little 
Ingenuity,  far  greater  reafon  may  move  me  to 
condemn  the  Water-Gazer ,  who  by  the  dreams 
of  thellrin  pretends  to  gratifie  his  Patients  nice 
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iky  of  being  refolved ,  what  was ,  what  is ,  -and 
what  Difeafe  is  to  come ;  and  what  is  more,  fome 
by  their  great  cunning  aiming  to  difcover  as 
much  by  the  Urinal,  as  the  Aftrologer  by  the 
Globe.  The  fame  unto  which  the  Engliflj  Do- 
dor,  ftill  refiding  at  Leyden^  had  promoted  him- 
felf  by  his  molt  wonderful  fagacity  in  Urins ,  is 
not  unworthy  ofyour  note ,  hundreds  or  rather 
thoufands  repairing  to  this  ftupendious  Oracle, 
to  have  the  ft  ate  oftheir  Bodies  defcribed  by  their 
Urin.  But  when  1  relate  to  you  the  firft  means, 
that  gave  birth  to  our  Countrey-man’s  repute ,  I 
fliall  foon  remove  your  paffion  of  admiring  him. 
Upon  his  arrival  at  the  place  forementioned ,  he 
had  in  his  company  a  bold  fellow ,  that  haunted 
the  moft  noted  Taverns  and  Tap-bcufes ,  where 
by  way  of  difcourfe  divulged  the  good  fortune 
that  was  hapned  to  the  Town ,  by  the  arrival  of 
an  Englijb  Dodor,  whofe  great  Learning  and 
particular  Skil  in  Urins  would  foon  render  him 
famous  to  all  the  Inhabitants ;  this  being  pro¬ 
nounced  with  a  confidence  fuitable  to  the  fub- 
jed,  occanoned  three  fick  Scholars,  (two 
Hedicks  and  one  Hydropical,)  thenprefent,  to 
maketryal  of  the  truth  of  his  words  the  next 
morning,  agreeing  to  mix  all  their  Urines  in 
one  Urinal ,  and  to  commit  the  carriage  of  it  to 
him,  that  was  Dropfical.  In  the  interim  Mr.  Do- 
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dor  is  advertis’d  of  it  by  his  Companion,  which 
made  him  fo  skilful,  that  when  the  Hydropical 
Scholar  pradented  him  with  the  Urinal,  to  know 
the  ftatc  of  his  difeafed  Body ,  he  foon  gravely 
replyed ,  that  he  obferved  three  Urins  in  this 
one  Urinal ,  whereof  the  two  lowermoft  parts  of 
the  Urin  appeared  to  him  to  be  Confumptive , 
and  the  third  that  floated  a  top  Dropfical,  with- 
all  that  their  condition  was  defperate,  and  at 
the  expiration  of  fix  moneths,  they  fhould  be  all 
lodged  in  their  graves.  This  admirable  dexte¬ 
rity  of  difcerning  Difeafos  by  the  Urinal ,  was , 
ioon  proclaimed^  by  the  Scholars  themfelves, 
who  all  having  finifb’d  the  courfe  of  their  lives 
within  the  time  prefix ’d,  proved  an  undoubted 
argument  of  his  unparalel  parts  in  the  Art  of 
Phyfick ,  which  immediately  procured  him  an 
incredible  concourfo  of  people  for  many  years  ; 
together. 

§  That  the  efFeds  of  confederacy  in  promot¬ 
ing  a  Phyfician  to.  a  popular  vogue,  are  as 
powerful  as  finifter  and  dif-ingenious ,  may 
evidently  be  deduced  not  only  from  this  Narra-  - 
tive,  but  from  the  common  defign  of  vulgar 
Empiricks,  who  toraife  their  fame  as  high  as  a 
Pyramid, fend  forth feveral  Mouthers,  to  Mouthe 
in  all  publick  places,  Taverns,  Coffee  andAle- 
houles,  their  vaft  abilities,  expedingwith  that 


bate  to  hook  in  as  many  Patients  as  will  fwallow 
it  .  Others  are  no  lefs  skilled,  in  counterfeiting 
their  great  praftice ,  by  cauling  their  Apothe¬ 
cary,  or  others,  to  call  ’em  out  of  the  Church  at 
an  Afternoon  Sermon, to  haften  poll  to  a  fuborn’d 
Patient,  to  the  intent ,  that  the  world  be  adver¬ 
tis’d  ofthe  weighty  bufinefs  this  Doftor  is  con¬ 
cern’d  in.  Neither  do  I  tell  you  a  new  thing, 
that  fome  few  years  paft,  a  little  prating  Empi- 
rick ,  by  infiriuating  into  the  [peaking  men  and 
holders  forth  of  Conventicles,  had  inticed  afar 
greater  imploy,  there  his  real  capacity  in  Phy- 
fick  could  pretend  to, but  being  now  well  mount¬ 
ed  on  Horieback ,  turns  his  Tayle  to  thofe ,  that 
had  fo  long  held  the  Stirrup  to  him.  Others  by 
their  Equipage,  Eminent  houfes,  andoccafion- 
ing  one  and  the  fame  Patient  to  repair  needledy 
to  them  twenty  or  thirty  times,  manifeft  a  decoy 
even  taken  notice  ofby  the  vulgar.  Thefe  few 
moft  difmgenious  wayes,  1  do  here  pur pofely 
bring  on  the  board ,  omitting  many  others ,  to 
convince  the  publick ,  that  the  onely  means  for 
a  Phyfician  to  advance  himfelf  honourably  to 
pr  aft  ice,  is  by  difcovering  his  real  abilities,  in¬ 
curing  Difeafes  by  quick,  certain,  and  pleafant 
Medicines, &  therefore  nothing  fhould  render  his 
parts  more  fufpicious,  than  by  attempting  their 
difcovery,  by  fuch  fallacious  and  ignoble  devi¬ 
ces.

' Ces ;  for  certainly  the  conclufion  is  moft  So- 
phiftical,  that  becaufe  this  Doctor  is  drawn  in 
his  Coach,  t’other  rides  on  Horfeback ,  or  ano¬ 
ther  hath  a  Lacquey  at’s  heels,  therefore  he  muft 
be  excellently  qualified  in  his  Profeffion.  But 
Vulgus  Tjiilt  decipi. 

§  1  f  now  I  defcribe  by  way  of advice  to  thofc 
that  are  entring  upon  the  Study  of  this  Divine 
Art,  the  method  of  attaining  to  a  point  of  excel¬ 
lency  in  it,  that  may  ferve  our  vulgar  for  a  better 
rule,  to  diftinguifh  their  attainments  by  the 
courfe  they  have  paffed  through ;  firft,  it’s  moft 
neceffarily  requifite,  our  young  Student  fhould 
be  perfedly  inftru&ed  in  the  Latin  and  Greek. 
Tongues,  being  the  univerfal  keys  to  unlock  all 
thofe  Arts  and  Sciences ,  and  no  lefs  a  grace  to 
the  future  Phyfician.  ’Tis  in  this  particular 
many  of  our  Embry  onated  Phyficians,  that  have 
of  late  years  Transported  themfelves  to  Leyden 
&  Vtrickn  to  purchafe  a  degree,  have  been  found 
very  defeftive,  infomuch  that  1  have  heard  the 
Profeffors  condemn  feveral  of  them,  for  their 
fhameful  imperfection  in  that,  which  is  fo  great 
an  adornment,  and  of  fo  abfolute  an  ufe  in  the 
Study  of'Phyfick.  Neither  can  lefs  be  fufpeSed. 
of  fotne  of  the  more  aged  vulgar  Phyficians  , 
making  choice  to  manage  their  confultations  in 
the  vulgar  Tongue.  Secondly,  being  thus  qua 
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lified  for  a  Student,  he  ought  to  apply  himfetf 
clofe  to  the  Study  of  Philofophy ,  for  which 
Oxford  and  Cambridge  may  juftly  challenge  a 
preeminence  above  other  Univerfities.  Here  it’s 
our  Student  learns  to  fpeak  1  ike  a  Scholar ,  and 
is  informed  in  the  principles  ofNature,  and  the 
conftitution  of  natural  bodies,  andfo  receiving, 
a  rough  draught  in  his  mind,  is  to  be  accom- 
plifh’d  by  that  excellent  Science  of  humane 
Bodies.  But  becaufe  according  to  the  firft 
Aphorifm  of  the  firft  Mafter  Hippocrates ,  A  rt  h 
long,  and  Life  is  fbort ,  he  ought  to  ingage  his 
Diligence,  to  abfolve  his  Philofophical  courfe 
in  two  years  at  longeft,  and  in  the  interim  for 
his  Recreation  and  Divertifements  enter  him- 
felf  Scholar  to  the  Gardener  of  the  Phyfick 
Garden,  to  be  acquainted  with  the  fixtures  of 
Plants ;  but  particularly  with  thofe,  that  are 
familiarly  prafcribed  by  Praftitioners,  to  pra?- 
vent  being  out-  w  itted  by  the  Herb-women  in  the 
Markets,  and  to  enable  him  to  give  a  better  an- 
fwer ,  than  it  is  ftoried  once  a  Phyfician  did, 
who  having  prafcribed  Maiden-hair  in  his  Bill, 
the  Apothecary  asked  him  which  fort  he  meant , 
t’other  replyed;,  fame  of  the  Locks  of  a  Virgin. 
Thirdly,  fuppofing  our  Student  to  have  made  a 
fufficient  progrefs  in  Philofophy,  may  now  pafs 
to  Leyden,  and  enter  hitnfelf  into  a  Coiiegium 
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Anatomicum,  Anatomy  being  the  bafis  and 
foundation,  whereon  that  weighty  ftru&ure  of 
Phyfick  is  to  be  raifed ;  and  unlefs  he  acquires 
a  more  than  ordinary  knowledge  and  dexterity 
in  this,  will  certainly  be  deceived  in  the  expe¬ 
ctation,  of  ever  arriving  to  the  honour,  of  being 
juftly  termed  an  Accompli]})' d P hyfician.  A  pro¬ 
ficiency  in  that  part  fits  him  for  a  Collegium 
Medicum  Infiitutionum ,  and  afterwards  for  a 
Collegium  PraCiicum ,  and  then  it’s  requifite  he 
fhould  embrace  the  opportunity  of  vifiting  the 
Sick  in  the  Hofpital,  twice  a  week  with  the  Phy- 
fick  Profeffor,  where  he  fliali  hear  him  examine 
thofe  Patients,  with  all  the  exa&nefs  imaginable. 


and  point  at  every  Difeafe  and  its  Symptoms  as 
it  were  with  his  finger ,  and  afterwards  propofe 
feveral  cafes  upon  thofe  diftempers,  demanding 
from  every  young  Student  hie  Opinion,  and  his 
grounds  and  reafonsfbr  it ;  withall  requiring  of 
him,  what  courfe  of  Phyfick  ought  to  be  pne- 
fcribed.  This  is  the  only  way  for  a  young  Phy- 
fician  to  attain  to  a  habit  of  knowing  Difeafes, 
when  he  feeth  them,  and  a  confident  method  of 
curing  thofe,  that  may  repair  to  him,  without 
running  the  hazzard  of  being  cenfured  by  the 
Apothecaries,  or  derided  by  ’em  for  his  Bills,  as 
too  many  are ,  that  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge 
have  only  imbibed  a  part  of  Senuert's  Injiitu - 
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tions ,  and  overlook’d  River  mbit  Praliice^  and 
thence  attaining  to  an  imperfect  and  unhappy 
Skill,  by  enlarging  the  Church-y  ards  in  the  L  i - 
ty  or  Countrey  ;  but  what  is  more ,  he  lhali 
elcape  the  danger ,  a  young  Student  1  formerly 
knew  m  Oxford  precipitated  himfelf  into-,  by 
imagining  every  l^ifeafe  he^  read**  was  his  own; 

I  muft  likewife  advife  our  Student  to  take  his 
Lodgings  there  at  an  able  Apothecaries  houfe,  to  • 
eontrad  the  knowledge  of  Dx’ugs ,  and' of  pre¬ 
paring,  diipenfing,  and  mixing  them  into  Com- 
pofitions,  and  then  by  means  of  his  other  quali¬ 
fications,  may  boldly  pretend  to  dir  eft,  inform, 
cor  red ,  and  reprove  thole  Apothecaries,  which 
the  chance  of  his  Pradice  (ball  condud  him  to ; 
for  it  would  be  adjudged  ridiculous ,  fhould  a 
Phyfician  undertake  to  reprehend,  and  after¬ 
ward  bend  his  force,  to  fupprefs  and  decry  Apo¬ 
thecaries,  privately  or  publickly,  without  hav¬ 
ing  firft  acquireda  particular  experience  in  their 
Art.  Here  it  is  again,  the  vulgar  Phyfician  is 
wrapt  up  in  a  cloud,  and  the  Apothecaries  dance 
round  him;  he  prefcribes  Medicines  he  never 
fiaw,  they  prepare  them  according  to  their  own • 
w  il  1  and  pleafure.  Whether  you  would  not  at¬ 
tribute  a  great-  honour  to  a  certain  vulgar  Phyfi¬ 
cian,  whom  the  Commonalty  of  this  City  did 
embrace  as  their  Minion ,  for  his  great  abilities 

in- 


in  Phy/ick  ;  he  entring  a  Druggift’s-Shop  in 
Cheap-  fide,  fpyed  a  great  piece,  of  a  remarkable 
white  light  fpongy  Drug,  took  it  irt  his  hand, 
and  inquired  what  it  was ;  to  whom  the  Drug- 
gift  Paid  ,  do  you  not  know  it  Mr.  DoSIor  ?  who 
reply  ed,  No ;  Why j  fa  id  the  other,  it's  that  you 
ha  ve  pr afcr ibed  a  thoufand  timet  in  your  Bills , 
andyou  prdfcrihed  it  to  me  but  the  other  day  ; 
Pray  what  is' t  then,  Paid  the  Doctor  ?  t’other  ■ 
anfwered  him.dzr,  it's  Agarick ;  Agarick quoth 
the  Doftor,  is  this  Agarick  ?  0  wonderful  ? 

Neither  is  it  over  thole  alone  the  Phyliciarr 
juftly  claims  a  fuper-intendence,  but  over  Chy- 
rurgeons  1  ike  wile  g  and  therefore  in  this  his 
cotirfe  of  Study  ,  would  contribute  to  his  future- 
qualification,  in  fojourning  a  year,  with 'an  ex¬ 
perienced.  Manual  Operator,  without  any  hin- 
deranceto  his  other  affair,  and  there  by  an 
Ocular  inlpeff  ion,  and  handling  of  all  his  In- 
ftruments,  demanding  .their  names,  ufes,  and 
manner  of  ufing,  witftallby  infinuations  to  vifit 
his  Chyrurgical  Patients, and  lee  him  drefs  them, 
would  render  his  Study  in  Chyrurgery  fo  plain 
and  eafie ,  which  otherwile  might  be  thought 
difficult,  that  it  fhould  enable  him  to  give  Laws 
to  Chyrurgeons  alfo,  efpecially  to  thole  that  ex¬ 
ecute  their  office  with  that  ralhmefs,  indifcretion, 
anddifhonefty,  as  I  once  was  told  a  Chyrurgeon 

did. 
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did,  who  being  met  by  a  friend  upon  the  ftreet , 
was  inquired  of,  whether  he  was  going  in  fo 
great  haft?  T’other  made  anfwer,  to  get  a  brave 
Gelding  out  of  a  Gentleman  s  Leg ;  which  being 
but  Superficially  hurt ,  he  to  accomplish  his  de- 
fign,  did  by  Sharp  gnawing  Oyntments  and 
blaifters  purpofely  widen  the  Wound ,  until  at 
length  by  his  tampering,  a  Gangrene  happen^ 
ed,  and  thereupon  his  Leg  was  taken  off  below 
the  knee,  which  foon  after  put  a  period  to  his 
life.  To  this  may  be  fubjoyned  another  grofs 
error ,  F  abriciu*  Hildanus  (if  I  miftake  not_) 
makes  mention  of  j  and  committed  by  a  Chyrur- 
geon ,  that  was  called  to  remove  a  hard  tumor  in 
the  Belly,  which  by  the  application  of  an  Emol- 
lientCataplafm,  being  brought  to  foftnefs,  he 
judged  it  ripe  and  fit  for  opening, &  accordingly 
made  a  deep  Incifion  into  the  Tumor,  whereout 
in  ftead  of  Matter ,  there  gufh’ d  fome  fofcned 
Excrements,  the  whole  bufinefs  being  nothing 
but  a  ftoppage  and  Swelling  of  the  Guts  through 
the  Ordure  that  was  hardned ;  which  a  Laxative 
Glyfter  would  have  removed  in  an  inftant.  No 
lefs  miftake,  and  in  the  fame  cafe  of  the  ftop¬ 
page  of  the  Guts,  with  fome  Small  Inflammation, 
was  committed  the  other  day  by  a  French  Chy- 
rurgeon,  who  learnedly  pratfcribed  a  Glyfter  of 
eight  or  ten  Ounces  ofSpirits  of  Wine,  with  four 

or 
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©r  five  Ounces  of  Oyl  of  Turpentine,  which 
render’d  the  Inflammation  Mortal;  and  fo  the 
Brewer,  for  that  was  his  Vocation,  though  a 
young  man,  was  by  thole  fatal  hot  Liquors  that 
were  infufed  into  his  Guts,  removed  out  of  this 
world,  who  in  my  opinion  in  the  beginning  of 
this  accident,  did  not  appear  with  the  leaffc 
Character  that  might  prsefage  his  death. 

§  Thefe  two  years  having  given  occafion  to 
our  Student  to  acquire  a  Syftem  and  a  brief  com- 
prehenfion  of the  Theory  of  Phyfick,  and  of  the 
Pra&ice  likewife ;  nothing  more  remains,  than 
to  amplifie  his  commenced  Knowledge  and  Ex¬ 
perience  by  his  further  Travails,  to  which  end 
takes  his  Journey  to  i Paris,  to  be  acquainted 
with  the  moft  famed  Phyficians,  and  informed 
in  their  way  of  Practice ,  by  Purveying  their 
prefer  iptsat  the  molt  frequented  Apothecaries, 
to  vifit  for  a  year  every  day  the  Hofpitals  of 
V  Hoftel  Dieu0  and  La  Cbarite  ;  in  which  latter 
it’s  cuftomary  for  any  three  or  four  young  Phy- 
ftcians ,  to  examine  and  overlook  the  new  entred 
Patients,  to  name  their  Diftempers  among  them- 
fclves,  and  propofe  their  Cures,  for  to  compare 
afterwards  their  opinions  with  the  Phyficians, 
that  are  appointed  for  the  Hofpital ;  It  is  here, 
where  twice  a  Week  he  may  fee  Mounfieur  Janot 
(if living,  for  it's  above  fixteen  years  fince  I 


.  faw  him)  the  moft  reputed  tChyrurgeon  of  this 
Age,  perform  the  moft  difficult  Operations  of 
'Chyrurgery, -asTrypaning,  Amputating,  Cut- 
ing  of  the  Stone,  Tapping  of  the  Belly  and 
;Breaft,  with  the  greateft  dexterity  imaginable. 
Here  he  may  all'o  obferve  Wounds  and  Ulcers 
:  cured  by  venue  ofthrofe  famed  Waters,  vi%.  The 
•»  White  water ,  and  the  Tel  low  water .  the  former 
: being  Aqua  calm ,  the  latter  the  fame  with  an 

.  addition  of  Sublimate. 

§  The  Art  of  preparing  Medicines  Chymi- 
cally,  ! having  merited  a  great  efteem  for  its  ■ 
ftupendious  and  admirable  effeds  in  the  rncft 
delpair’d  Difeafes,  fhews  a  neceflity  of  being 
inftruded in  it,  and  therefore  a  Student  may 
for  the  price  of  three  Piftols,  purchafe  a  moft 
■exad  Skil  in  it,  of  one  Mounfieur  Bar  let ,  if 
furviving. 

4  Having  attain’d  his  Scope  in  this  place,  his 
cunofity  ought  to  dired  him  to  Monpelier, where 
he  will  meet  with  a  concourfe  of  the  greatefts 
Proficients  in  Phyfick  o {Europe,  converfe  with 
-the  Profeffors  and  Phyficians  of  the  place ,  and  ' 
out  of  ’em  all  extrad  choice  Gbfervations ,  Se¬ 
crets,  and  moft  fubtil  Opinions  upon  Several 
Difeafes,  which  defign  can  fcarce  be  compared 
in  lefs  ihau  another  year*  Now  we  muft  fup- 
pofeour  Student  to  merit  the  .title  of  an  able 
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rienced  Phyfician ,  and  raifed  far  above  thofe 
vulgar  ones,  that  never  felt  the  cold  beyond  the 
Chimneys  of  their  homes.  He  is  now  render’d 
capable  ofunderftanding  the  greateft  myfteries, 
andmoft  acute  opinions  in  Phyfick,  which  he 
is  chiefly  to  exped  from  thofe  reputed  Profeflors 
of  the  Albo  at  Padua ,  where  he  is  likewifeto 
continue  his  diligence  in  vifiting  the  famed  Ho- 
fpital  of  San  Lorenzo ,  and  obferve  the  Italian 
method  ,  of  curing  Difeafes  by  alterative 
Breaths,  without  Purging  or  Bleeding,  that 
Climat  ieldom  fuffering  Plethories  in  thofe  dry 
Bodies :  he  cannot  but  Jae  wonderfully  pleafed 
with  the  variety  and  excellent  order  of  the  plants 
oftheir  Phyfick-garden,  by  them  called  Horto  di 
Semplici.  Neither  will  he  receive  lefs  fatisfadion 
from  the  curious  andmoft  dexterous  difledions, 
performed  by  the  artificial  hand  of  the  Anatomy 
Profeflor.  Having  made  his  abode  here  fix 
months,  may  juftly  afpire  to  a  degree  of  Dofior 
in  Phyfick^  which  the  fame  of  the  place  fhoulet 
perfwade  him  to  take  laere ,  being  tfie  Imper  ial 
Univerfity  for  Phyfick  of  all  others  in  the  world, 
and  where  Phyfieians  do  pal's  a  very  ex  ad  Scrut 
tiny  ,  and  fl-vere  Teft.  Hence  may  Tranfport 
himfelfto  Bolpngne,  and  in  three  months  firne 
add  to  his  improvements,  what  is  poflible  by  the 
advantage  of  the  Hofpital ,  and  the  Profeflors,. 
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J_a  ft  of  all  in  imitation  of  the  diligent  Bee,  fuck¬ 
ing  Honey  out  of  all  fweet  Flowers  ,  our  Doffor 
mult  not  negleff  to  extra#  fomething,  that  his 
knowledge  did  not  partake  of  before,  out  of  the 
Hminenteft  Praffitioners  at  Rome  -,  examine  the 
chief  Apothecaries  Files,  and  ftill  frequent  thofe 
three  renown’d  Hofpltals  of  San  Spirito  in  the 
Vatican,  San  Giovanni  Later-ana  on  the  Mount 
Celio,  and  that  of  San  Giacomo  di  Augvjia  in  the 
Valley  Martia,  befidesmany  others  ;  as  that  of 
San  Tomafo  ,  San  Ludovico  ,  Santa  Maria 
della  Confolatione ,  Sant'  Antonio ,  Sant'  An¬ 
drea  ,•  &c. 

4  As  a  Piff  ure  is  raifed  to  the  higheft  point  of 
admiration  by  the  variety  of  excellent  colours ; 
fo  the  Intellectuals  of  a  Phyfician  are  incompa¬ 
rably  adorned  with  the  addition  ofthofe  various 
accomplishments,  his  Travails  through  feveral 
Gountreys  afford*  Wherefore  ought  not  to 
content  h-imfelf,withthe  foie  improvement  of  his 
profeffion, for fb  vaftan  expenfe,  trouble,  and 
paffing  through  fo  many  dangers ,  but  like  an 
expert  Chymift,  draw  effences  of  all  difeourfes, 
the  ingenuity  of  thofe  Travailers  from  other 
parts  of  the  world  do  offer.  Therefhould  nota 
particular  thing  of  note  in  any  City  efcape  his 
view,  efpeoially  at  Rome ,  where  fix  months  is 
too  fmall  a  ipaceto  examine  all  thofe  Holy  Re- 
'  '  Jiffs, 
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lifts,  and  antiquities,  though  employed  to  a  full 
advantage,  without  loling  a  day.  The  fame 
movement  fliouldalfo  incite  him  to  vilit  the  re- 
nown’d  City  of  Naples ,  and  take  a  Survey  of 
the  antiquities  and  wonders  of  Nature  about 
PuttuoIo. Having  thus  in  all  particulars  iatisfied 
his  curiofity,  may  confult  about  the  mod  advan¬ 
tageous  way  homewards,  which  is  to  Embark  in 
aFelouck  to  Legorn ,  to  obferve  the  excellent 
contrivance  of  this  lb  famed  Sea  port ;  not  omit¬ 
ting  to  admire  enough  that  incomparable  piece 
of  Art  of  the  four  Slaves  in  Brafs,  that  are  placed 
at  the  Fountain  near  the  inner  mole.  Hence  may 
pafs  to  Pifa  to  behold  the  Pendent  Steeple ,  and 
thence  to  Lucca,  where  he  cannot  but  edrange 
howfo  fmall  a  Common-wealth  doth  fecure  it 
felf  from  the  violation  of  fo  powerful  Neigh¬ 
bours,  Being  return’d  the  fame  way  to  Legorn , 
takes  the  opportunity  of  a  Felouk  to  G  enoa , 
thence  by  Land  to  Milan ,  where  he  mud  not 
forget  to  fee  the  filled  Hofpital  of  the  Univerfe, 
and  the  invincible  Citadel  ,  which  the  world 
hath  fo  much  difeours’d  of.  Hence  palfes  the 
Alps  and  that  dupendious  Mount  St.  Godart  to 
Altorf  and  Lucern ,  both  Popifh  Cantons  ,  and 
thence  to  Bazil  the  chief  of  the  Protedant  Can¬ 
tons,  rcfolving  not  to  leave  this  City  without  ad¬ 
miring  the  great  Maderpiece  of  Holbeens  Dance 
.  .  E  2  of 
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of  the  Dead.  Here, he  is  to  purchafe  a  Boat  for 
two  Crow  ns  to  carry  him  down  the  River  Rhine 
to Strafburg,  where  being  arrived,  gives  the 
Boat  to  him  that  guided  it  thither  for  his  pains  - 
befidesthe  handfomnefs  of  this  old  City,that  ini¬ 
mitable  piece  of  Clock- work  in  the  great  Church, 
and  the  height  and  artifice  ofthe  Steeple;  there  is 
little  elfe  worth  your  note,  except  a  Monaftery, 
where  you  may  tafte  Wine  of  a  hundred  and 
fourfcore,  and  another  fort  of  two  hundred  years 
old,  contained  in  Hogfheads ,  that  for  the  truth- 
ofthe  buftnefs ,  have  the  Magifbrates  Seal  upon 
tjiem.  Hence  by  Boat  or  Coach  paffes  to  Hey- 
delberg,  the  chief  Refidence  of  the  Prince  Ele¬ 
ctor  Palatin,  for  his  great  wifdom,  prudence, 
and  conduct  the  mold  admired  by  the  whole 
Empire,  neither  is  it  without  reafbn,  that  fo 
many  are  by  their  curiofity  conducted  hither,  to 
obfervethefplendor,  government,  and  wonder¬ 
ful  order  of  this  Court ;  and  to  pleafe  themfel  ves 
with  the  fight  ofhis  Highneffes  Guards  ofCaval- 
ry,  who  have  the  repute  for  the  beft  managers  of 
Horfes,  and  the  befbDifciplin’d,  in  their  Arms 
beyond  any  in  Frame ;  And  his  Guards  of 
Blew-Coats  far  to  out-do  the  Low-Countrey 
Souldiers  in  their  Exereifes.  The  Englifh  Gen¬ 
tlemen  ow  the  greateft  honour  to  this  Prince,  for 
that  honourable  and  particular  reception  they 

have 


have  in  his  Courc.  The  Caftle  for  its  fcituatioii 
and Scr uduremer its  your  view,  whence  you  are 
not  like  to  return,  without  having  tafted  of  the 
Liquor,  that’s  drawn  out  of  the  great  Tun  of 
Hey  delb  erg.  Hence  by  Boat  defcends  the  Necker 
to  Manheim,  a  very  compleat  little  Town,  and 
thence  down  the  Rb ine  to  Worms ,  the  ancienteffc 
City  of the  Empire,  and  fo  to  Mtntz^  the  Staple 
foralIRhenifh  Wines,  where  the  Inhabitants  will 
tell  you  of  a  Perpetuum  Mobile ,  a  Clock  that 
went  exad  for  feven  years  together,  without  be¬ 
ing  wound  or  drawn  up,  which  by  the  Death  of 
the  Inventor  is  left  unrepair’d.  1  hence  to  Ba- 
chrach ,  a  Garrifon  Town  rendering  obedience  to 
the  Prince  Palatin,  and  noted  for  the  production 
of  thole  fmall  Rhenilh  Wines ,  which  being  ex¬ 
alted  with  an  Artificial  flavor ,  (as the  vulgar 
improperly  calleth  it, )  pleafe  our  Englijh  pa-* 
lats,  beyond  the  other  forts ,  though  the  lead  in 
efteem  among  the  Germans  and  other  exaft 
difcerners ,  becaufe  they  are  fired  Wines ,  (  as . 
they  term  ’em)  that  is,  not  being  endowed  with 
‘  a  fufficient  quantity  ofSpirits,  and  ftrength,  to, 

.  put  themfelves  into  a  Natural  fret,  (as  all  other 
Wines  do)  are  forced  into  one  by  kindling  a 
fire  round  the  Veflels  that  contain  them,  whereby 
alfo  are  render’d  fubjed  to  be  pall’d  in  a  Ihort 
time*  R inekjoow ,  Oppenbeyrn  *  Mofel ,  Necker , , 
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F ranckomr,  Stinker d ,  Bleykerd ,  and  Hochmer 
Wines,  in  tafte  and  wholfomnefs  excel  all  others, 
and  are  called  Rhenifh  Wines ,  not  from  their 
growth  upon  the  Borders  of  the  R  bine ,  but  from 
their  Tranfportation  down thatRiver.  Cohclents , 
Andernacb ,  and  Collen  are  the  next  Towns.* 
Thence  by  Land  to  Bruffel ,  Gaunt ,  OJitnd ,  iV/Va- 
port,  Dunkirk^,  Graveling  and  Calls,  and  thence 
to  the  place  his  inclinations  for  his  future  fettle- 
ment  may  praefer ;  where  by  his  vaft  experience 
and  knowledge  being  rendred  confpicuous  in 
the  fecure  and  certain  method  of  his  Cures ,  will 
foon  give  occafion  to  the  vulgar,  to  difcern  the 
difference  between  him  &  the  ordinary  Church¬ 
yard  Phyficians,  who  by  their  fordid  deports , 
and  dangerous  pradice,  make  it  their  bufinefs  to 
eafe  the  blind  people  of  the  weight  in  their 
Pockets,  and  plunge  ’em  into  worfe  Djfeafes  ; 
and  therefore  of  all  Cities  none  can  efteem  it  felf 
more  happy  than  this  of  London ,  for  being 
graced  with  fb  great  a  number  of  accomplifh’d 
Phyficians ,  many  of  whom  have  contributed 
their  parts  to  the  repute  and  fame  of  their  Coun¬ 
trey  ,  by  their  accurate  and  learned  Pens ,  fo 
much  admired  by  other  Nations,  and  their  Writ¬ 
ings  honoured  by  frequent  impreffions.  It  is  the 
Angular  rcfped  and  efteem  I  ever  had  for  them , 
that  at  prefent  hath  animated  me  to  render  the 
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vulgar  SenSible  of  the  excellency  of  their  accom¬ 
plishments,  to  whom  they  one  a  particular  ho¬ 
nour  for  their  readinefs,in  employing  what  their 
great  Expences,  Travails,  and  indefatigable 
Study  have  gained,  in  the  affiftance  and  relief  of 
their  languishing  Bodies  againft  Death  and  its 
caules.  Neither  is  it  that  oncly  Should  give  them 
So  great  a  Share  in  your  opinions,  but  the  Splen¬ 
dor  and  eminency  their  Art  and  Profeffion  is  in¬ 
vested  with,  Since  Princes  can  for  a  time  wave 
the  im  aortant  affairs  of  their  Throne ,  to  admire 
the  lead  part  of  it,  in  beholding  the  wonders  of 
Nature-in  Spagyrical  prteparations  and  Chymi- 
eal  tranimutations  ;  And  what  is  more !  Since 
the  great  King  of  Heaven  and  Earth ,  Chrift,  to 
promote  his  glory  and  honour,  affumed  the  Pro¬ 
fession  ofa  Phyficianfm  curing  Lunaticks,  Blind, 
Lame,  and  all- other  Difoafes  .*  Wherefore  if 
t  hence  only  the  defeent  of  the  Nobility  of  the .  Art 
of  Phyfick  be  derived ,  it’s  an  invincible  argu¬ 
ment,  that  none  Should  dare  to  a flUme  it,  but 
xrfons  Signally  qualified,  inferring  it  to  be  no 
.  efs  Sin, than  a  great  crime  in  thofe  Empiricks  and 
Apothecaries,  that  pradume  &  incroach  upon  it,; 
to  the  hazzard  of  peoples  lives,  and  guilt  of  the 
punifhment,  the  Law  of  God  and  Man  impofes 
upon  wilful  Murder.;  But  then  Should  ail  thofe 
that  have  too  early- been  abandon’d  to  their 
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Graves,  return  to  demand  juftice  for  the  poy- 
fonous  Pills  and  infeded  Potions,  what  would 
the  furvivers  in  cafe  of  a  Colick  do  for  fuch ,  as 
Secundum  Artem  Ihould  handle  the  Glyfter- 
pipe?  Andfhould  they  in  earned:  for  this  be 
ifummoned  before  a  Bar,  they  would  wittily 
plead,  there  can  be  no  Murder  without  a  preme¬ 
ditated  malice,  which  though  their  Pills  were 
guilty  of,  their  intention  was  fincere,  andthere- 
fore the inditement  lyeth  only  againffc  the  Pill, 
and  not  the  Pradifing  Apothecary  ;  fo  that  only 
he  may  kill  by  Law. 

My  fcope  hitherto  hath  direded  me  to  unde¬ 
ceive  theHoodwinckt  vulgar,  which  fo  far  1  have 
performed,  as  the  Theory  of  Church,  yard  Phy-  1 
ficians  tends  to ,  in  their  grofs  and  groundlefs 
conjedures  at  their  Difeafes,  wherein  a  miftakc 
threats  no  lefs  danger  than  a  Pilot  is  apprehen- 
iive  of  upon  an  erroneous  difcovery  of  his  port , 
in  which  cafe  he  may  eafier  elcape  periling  up¬ 
on  a  Rock  or  Shelve,  than  a  Patient  upon  a  con- 
jedural  error  of  his  Dodor,  and  I  mull:  tell  you, 
that  it  is  in  no  wife  rare,  if  his  compals  of  con- 
jedureexpofedto  your  reading  fol.  7.  mifleads 
him  eleven  times  in  twelve,  being  fir  eafier  to 
guefs  at  a  call:  of  a  Dye, where  you  have  only  five 
to  one  odds.  And  as  for  the  Pradifing  Apothe¬ 
cary,  that  lump  of  confident  ignorance ,  who 
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followeth  only  the  fhadow  of  Phylicians ,  if  his 
gaping  conje&ure  hits  but  one  diftemper  in 
twenty ,  (wells  in  his  own  conceit ,  though  he 
fends  the  remaining  nineteen  with  a  Letter  to 
St.  Peter.  Can  you  but  admire  with  me  here  at 
the  wifdom  of  Nature,  refilling  to  repole  that 
fecret  treafure  of  knowledge  in  fuch  hollow 
Skuls.  But  ifyou  could  engage  your  felf  to  an 
intent  mind,  to  oblerve  with  what  prudence  and, 
difcretion,  the  Accomplifht  Phyfician  applyes 
his  profound  remarques  of  Anatomy,  and  Diag- 
noftick  or  difcerning  Rules  of  Phylick ,  to  the 
infallible  dil'covery  of  your  Difeafes  ,  you  will 
with  me  conclude  the  Grounds,  Rules,  and 
Maximes  of  the  Art  of  Phylick  to  be  moft  certain, 
evident ,  and  demonftrabie ,  beyond  the  Ieaft 
fufpicion  ofa  conjecture  in  it,  and  withall  attri¬ 
bute  to  it  an  eminency  above  all  Arts  and 
Sciences ,  whofe  fubject  is  lock’d  up  from  our 
external  fenfes,  as  the  internal  conftitution  of  the 
Body  of  man  is. 

A  By  the  thred  of  my  difcourfe  I  am  now  ar¬ 
rived,  to  difplay  the  practical  errors ,  which  do 
more  immediately  Operate  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Clerk  and  the  Grave-maker.  It’s  an  ill  fate  you 
wil  l  fay,  that  attends  a  man,  when  he  is  furpri- 
zed  with  a  D ifeafe,  whofe  dangerous  Sy  mptoms 
look  - J  - ’•  T:  -’  • 


Phyfician,  and  he  handing  amazed ,  and  puftil- 
animous,  forfakes  Nature  in  her  encounter  with 
theDiftemper,  where  for  want  ot  a  feafonable 
relief  is  compelled  to  y  ield.  This  was  the  cafe, 
lately  a  Countrey -Gentleman  was  unfortunate  in, 
who  being  ftrong  and  Plethorick,  by  riding  Poft 
happened  to  melt  the  groffer  part  of  his  humours, 
which  through  obftrufting  the  Nerves  that  move 
theTongue/uddenly  deprived  him  of  his  Speech, 
(a  Symptom  called  au  Aphonia)  and  proving  an 
extream  amazement  to  a  Vulgar  Phyfician ,  who 
not  being  fufficiently  qualified  in  experience, 
gave  his  Opinion ,  it,  was  a  Surfet,  which  was 
only  to  be  committed  to  nature  ;  But  the  next 
morning  being  ufher’d  in  with  an  univerfal  de- 
privement  of  all  his  fenfes  and  motion,  termed  a, 
Catalepfis ,  (pur ’d- his  Friends  to  implore  the  aid 
ofanotlier,  who  at  firft  fight  readily  difcovering 
theDifeafe  (which  his  experience  confirmed  to. 
him,  had  few  Ounces  of  Blood  been  extracted 
but  one  day  before  out  of  the  Jugulars,  would, 
certainly  have  been  removed  )  told  them,  the 
error  of  omiffion  could  in  no  manner  be,  rectify- 
ed,  fince  death-in  few  hours  would  be,  ready  to 
take  pofieffion. 

§  This  preceding  error  relating  to  a  Difeafe. 
lefs  frequent,  doth  not  occafion  fo  many  deplo-. 
rable  effects,  as  t  hole  that  ate  committed  in  Di- 
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ftempers,  that  are  more  ordinary ,  as  continual 
Feavers,  which  are  oft  engendred  by  a  Surfet,  an 
ancient  Norman  word,tignifying  an  over-doing; 
but  particularly  implying  an  over- eating,  or 
over-drinking.  This  gluttonous  Englifo  Di- 
ftemper  I  look  upon,  to  import  a  greater  danger, 
for  being  fo  ill  handled  by  the  Hackney  Phyfi- 
cian,  who  befides  bleeding ,  omitting  to  Purge 
the  Bowels  and  Glanduls  about  the  Guts,  of  thole 
malignantexcrementicious  humours,  their  con¬ 
tinual  cramming  engenders,  caufes  that  ebulli¬ 
tion  of  the  Blood  (which  in  the  beginning  was 
moderate)  to  exteftuate  and  fret  to  that  degree  of 
malignity,  which  through  that  error  precipitates 
thoufands  every  year  to  their  Tombs.  Thefe  hu¬ 
mours  that  thus  lurk  about  the  Guts,  and  kindle 
fo  malignant  a  heat, are  not  capable  of  being  con¬ 
cocted ,  for  they  are  eflentially  againft  Nature, 
and  already  Separated,  and  therefore  ought  efpe- 
daily  in  the  beginning ,  to  be  evacuated  by  fuch 
Purgers,  as  are  leaft  inflaming,  and  lead:  difturb 
the  Blood,  whereby  they  may  certainly,  if  mak¬ 
ing  choice  of  a  cooling  Purgative,  prevent  a 
malignity  in  bodies  that  are  fo  crammed.  Neither 
can  this  be  performed  by  Glyfters,  fince  their 
force  is  limitted  by  the  Valve  of  fire  Colon.  And 
yet  greater  may  the  error  be  adjudged,  when  up¬ 
on  neglect  of  a  futable  Purge,  1  wearing  and 
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dry  ing  Powders  are  prsefcribed,  which  forceand 
d'ilperfe  thofe  malignant  and  dormant  excre¬ 
ments  into  the  Veffels,and  worft  of  all  is  the  er¬ 
ror,  when  thofe  poyfonous  Veficatories  are  ap¬ 
ply  ed,  to  attrad  malignant  Excrements  from  the 
center  into  the  Arteries,  that  efcaped  the  force  of 
the  fudorifick  Powders.  Have  1  not  been  an 
eye-witnels,  that  a  Patient  in  the  declination  of 
his  Feaver,  and  in  a  mending  condition ,  had  a 
Veficatory  applyedto  the  Nape  of  the  Neck,  by 
the  impertinent  advice  of  a  Church-  yard  Phyfi- 
cian,  which  iorne  few  hours  after,  render’d  him 
Phrentick ,  and  not  long  after  Speechlefs.  Bre¬ 
vity  obliges  me  to  omit  many  inftances  of  acci¬ 
dents,  and  of  death  it  felf',  occafioned  by  thofe 
venomous  S-panifh  Ayes.  Neither  can  1  forget 
how  four  Hackney  Phyficians  lately  confulted  in 
a  (light  diftemper  ofaTradefinan ,  whole  com¬ 
plaint  was  a  difficulty  of  Urin  and  a  Vomiting, 
accompanied  with  a  fmall  heat ;  this  at  the  begin¬ 
ning  was  taken  for  a  malignant  Feaver  ,  and  for 
Cure  bleeding  and  fweating  was  advifed,  by 
which  latter  his  Urin  was  totally  fuppreffed, 
through  depriving  the  Blood  of  its  Serum ;  the 
Vomiting  increafed,  "and  the  heat  in  effed  turned 
into  a  malignant  Feaver,  with  an  appearance  of 
red  Spots,  and  at  that  very  infant  gave  direftion 
for  Bleeding ,  the  bad  effed  whereof  was  foon 
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difcovered  by  his  untimely  death.  To  fihew  the 
error  of  this  courfe,  I  need  only  fay,  Ihavefeen 
this  very  Difteniper  ten  and  ten  times  removed 
at  the  beginning,  with  one  dole  or  two  at  moft  of 
Salt  of  Vitriol. 

How  Bleeding,  that  noble  and  great  Reme¬ 
dy,  is  abufed  by  our  Hackneys,  is  taken  notice 
of  even  by  the  Vulgar,  whole  experience  (for 
reafon  in  Phyfick  they  do  not  pretend  to)  tells 
them,  it’s  death  in  the  Meades  and  Small  Pox  in 
our  Climat,  efpecially  to  great  perfons. 

§  It’s  a  pleafant  ipeculation  for  thole  that 
know  better,  tc  obferve  the  practice  of  the  Hack¬ 
neys  in  the  Countrey,  how  they  Vomit  their  Pa¬ 
tients  with  Crocus,  and  fcowr  them  with  Jalap , 
drench  ’em  with  Water- creffes  and  Braohjlime , 
and  feed  ’em  with  Nettle  Pottage  to  the  crop, 
terming  all  Difeales,  except  Feavers  and  Agues, 
the  Scurvy. 

§  But  let  me  not  be  deficient  in  mentioning 
our  Groaping  Doctors,  who  prsetend  it’s  diffi¬ 
cult  to  difcern  a  Difeafe  in  a  man  without  groap¬ 
ing  nis  Sides,  and’s  Belly;  and  impoffible  to 
dilcoverthe  fits  in  a  Woman  without  feeling, 
much  Iefs  to  Cure  her ;  Whick  knack  is  taught 
’em  by  the  Phyficians  of  'Paris. 

§  And  was  it  not  a  Skilful  praefcription  of  a 
Countrey  Doftor,  who  was  lent  for  forty  miles 
"  '  off. 


off,  to  eonfult  with  one  of  the  eminenteft  Phyfi- 
cians  0*1  London ,  to  prafcribe  three  Drams  of 
Laudanum  opiatum ,  for  one  Dole ,  in  the  ab- 
fenceofthe  other,  who  fortunately  giving  the 
Patient  a  vifit  before  the  Bill  was  canied  to  the 
Apothecary,  modeftly  to  cover  the  fhame  of  the 
former,  (who  was  far  fent  for,  and  like  to  have 
been  dear  bought,)  dipt  the  Bill  into  his  Pocket, 
and  left  another  in  ftead,  directing  only  a  juft 
Dole  of  three  Grains,which  having  for  that  night 
eafed  the  patient  of  his  pains  by  a  moderate 
/lumber,  and  notanfwered  the  expectation  of  the 
Countrey-man  in  a  deeper  deep ;  he  next  morn¬ 
ing  did  not  fail  giving  the  Apothecary  a  check 
for  not  obeying  his  orders,  and  therefore  com¬ 
manded  him  home,  to  make  up  a  Dofe  of  one 
Dram  and  thirty  Grains ,  which  was  but  the 
half  'of what  he  ufed  to  ordain  for  his  Patients  in 
the  Countrey ;  but  the  honeft  Apothecary  had 
more  wit,  than  to  be  one  of  his  accelTrries ,  well 
knowing, fuch  a  quantity  was  enough  to  caft  him 
and  fix  more  into  a  dead  deep ;  nothing  ever 
wrought  fo  much  upon  my  curiolity,  as  to  be 
informed,  what  number  the  Burials  of  March  and 
Apil  amount  to  in  the  Parifh,  where  this  famous 
Church-yard-man  keeps  his  residence. 

■§  This  ungrateful  task  doth  moretire  me,  than 
had  1  imployed  fix  times  the  Paper  in  recording 
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the  excellent  methods  the  Accompli  (lit  Phyfi- 
cianspradcribeto  their  Patients ,  how  expertly 
they  take  their  advantage  of  the  Difeafe  at  cer¬ 
tain  times  and  feafons,  in  giving  Medicines  to 
'  conquer  it,  when  the  Patient  is  ftrongeft,  and  the 
Difeafe  weakeft ;  How  they  accommodate  to  eve¬ 
ry  particular  Diftemper,  Conftitution,  Age, and 
Sex,  a  particular  Pv.emedy  ;  alter,  increafe,  and 
leiTen  it  according  to  every  emergent  oecafion ; 
how  they  prreinfbrm  the-Patient  of  every  critical 
and  counter  natural  change,  ofevery  danger  and 
ofeveryftep  the  Difeafe  makes,  following  its 
trad  to  the  very  inner  moft  part  of  the  Body,  and 
never  ceafe  purluing,  till  they  have  refcued  their 
Patients  from  all  affaults  and  dangers  of  their  in- 
teftin  enemy; 

<§>•  It’s  timed  fhould  pafs  to  the  fecond  part  of 
my  difcourfe,  where  I  meet  with  afubject,  which 
lean  intitle. nothing  but  the.  feum  and  froth  of 
!  1  Phyfick,  a  term  the  Pradifing  Apothecary  will 
not  judge  mifapplyed ,  finceifs  that  he  offers 
his  Patient  in  exchange  for  good  metal.  But  I 
fhall  forego  my  aim,  if  1  proceed  on  my  wayy 
without  firffc  halting  a  little  at  the  Original  of  the 
word  and  meaning  of  Apothecary ,  which  from 
aa-o  a  Box,  denotes  it  to  be  a  word,  impofed 
anciently  upon  Druggifts ,  whole  multitude  of 
Boxes  pi aeed  in  order  in  their  f  ' 
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taining  all  forts  of  Drugs,  gave  occafion  to  that 
denomination,  and  for  that  reafon  is  improperly 
transferred  upon  fuch,  whole  office  is  only  con- 
•  verlant  about  preparing  of  Drugs  and  Simples, 
thence  more  appofitely  termed  Pharmacopeia  or  1 
Makers  up  of  Medicines,  and  Pharmacopole ,  or 
Sellers  of  prepared  Medicines,  whom  in  their 
late  budding  and  growth  fome  very  accomplifiht 
perfons  have  look’d  upon  as poyfonous  Weeds, 
darted  up  to  choak'  the  fweet  Flower  of  their 
P  rad  ice,  and  confequently  fo  planted  into  Fami¬ 
lies,  as  not  eafily  to  be  rooted  out  by  their  Mani- 
fefio'%  requiring  for  their  further  illuftration  a 
brief  dedudion  of  their  fird  rife,  and  upon  what 
(core  thofe  Makers  up  of  Medicines  were  affumed 
into  the  drudgery  of  Phyfick. 

^  You  mud  note  Phyfick  to  have  had  the  fame 
beginning  with  all  other  vafir  Aits  and  Sciences, 
from  con fu fed  notions  and  experiments ,  which 
upon  their  more  certain  confirmation ,  were 
thought  fit  to  be  recorded  in  the  Temple  of 
Apollo. e  whither  people  in  cafe  of  ficknefs  took 
their  recourfe,  tomake  choice  of  what  came  nea¬ 
red  to  their  purpofe,but  miffing  of  that,  neceffity 
obliged  them  to  expofe  their  fick  before  their 
houfes,  to  move  thofe  that  pafled  by,  if  any  of 
’em  had  been  troubled  with  the  fame  Didemper, 
to  divulge  their  Remedies,  which  afterwards 
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Time  having  collected  a  multiplicity  of  all  forts 
ofMedicines,  invited  a  great  number  ofPhilo- 
lophersto  that  Temple,  whole  eminent  parts  did 
enable  them,  to  make  better  ufe  of  thofe  obfer- 
vations  than  the  Vulgar ,  and  by  degrees  digeft 
them  into  order,  and  tkence  framing  general 
rules ,  foon  acquired  a  habit  of  knowing  and 
curing  moll  Diieafes,  which  gave  occalion  to  the 
people,  to  make  ufe  of  ’em  as  Phyficians ;  and 
luch  were  Pythagoras ,  Empedocles?  and  Demo¬ 
critus?  which  latter  had  the  honour  of  being  Ma¬ 
iler  to  Hippocrates ,  a  Difciple  who  afterwards 
proved  the  greateft  and  only  Mailer  in  Phyfick, 
of  all  thofe  that  had  gone  before  him,  or  lince  to 
this  day  have  come  alter  him.  The  method  then 
in  ufe  to  train  up  youth  to  this  Profeffion ,  was , 
toplacethem  Apprentices  with  able  Phyficians, 
who  adjudged  it  necelfary,  to  take  their  begin¬ 
ning  from  Chyrurgery ,  the  fubjed  whereof  be¬ 
ing  external  Difeafcs ,  as  Wounds ,  Swellings, 
Members  out  of  Joynt ,  and  others  that  were  vi- 
fible,  proved  more  facil  and  eafie  to  their  imma¬ 
ture  capacities, and  wherein  they  might  fuddeniy 
be  rendred  lerviceable  to  their  Mailers,  in  eafing 
them  of  the  trouble  of  drefling ,  clenfing  flank¬ 
ing  Ulcers,  and  applying  Oyntments  and  Plai- 
flrers,  a  naufeous  employ,  which  they  ever  ende- 
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voured  to  abandon  to  their  Scholars  with  what 
expedition  was  poiiihle.  This  as  it  was  the 
eafieft,  fo  it  was  the  find  and  ancienteft  part  of 
Phyfick,  and  from  which  thofe  that  exercifed  it, 
were  anciently  not  called  Chyrurgcons,  but  Phy¬ 
sicians,  though  they  attempted  no  other  Dif cafes, 
but  fuch  as  were  external ,  according  to  which 
fenfe  A Efculapiu <s ,  the  fir  ft  Phyfician  or  Inventor 
of  Phyfick, and  his  Sons  Podaljrim  &  Machaon , 
are  by  Hiftory  affected,  to  have  undertaken  only 
thofe,  that  wanted  external  help,  internal  Difea- 
fes  being  in  thofe  dayes  unknown,  and  by  tem¬ 
perance  in  their  dyet  wholly  debarred ;  and  if 
accidentally  an  internal  Diftemper  did  furprize 
them,  they  applyed  a  general  Remedy  (know¬ 
ing  no  other)  of poyfoning  or  killing  them- 
felves  with  a  Dagger  or  Sword, thereby  choofing 
rather  to  dye  once  and  fin  ifh  their  mifery ,  than 
to  furvive  to  be  obje&s  of peoples  pity,  or  to  en¬ 
dure  the  fhock  of  death  by  every  pain  or  lan¬ 
guor,  efpecially  fince  the  fage  judgments  of  that 
age,  didefteem  it  a  fignal  vertue,  todefpife  and 
fcorn  the  vain  world,  by  hurrying  out  of  it  in  a 
fury,  a  Maxim  m  oft  of  the  Philofophers  were 
very  eminent  in  obferving ;  and  was  likewife 
extended  to  Children, that  brought  any  Difeafes, 
external  or  internal,  with  them  into  the  world , 
their  cure  being  performed  immediately ,  by 
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ftrangling  or  drowning  them.  Neither  was  this 
Art  of  external  Phyfick  of  a  fhort  continuance: 
P liny  writing,  that  fix  hundred  years  after  the 
building  of  Rome,  the  Romans  entertained  Chy- 
rurgical  Phyficians  from  Peloponefus.  Idlenefs 
and  gluttony  at  length  exchanged  their  eafe  into 
a  Difeafe  ,  which  foon  put  them  upon  neceflity 
of  experimenting  fuch  Remedies, as  might  reefta- 
blifh  them  into  that  healthful  condition,  exercife 
in  War  and  temperance  in  Dyet  had  for  fo  many 
ages  prteferved  their  Anceftors  in. 

§  Upon  a  competent  improvement  of  their 
Scholars  in  this  external  practice  of  Phyficlt,  and 
their  deferving  deportment,  they  thought  them 
worthy  of  giving  them  entrance  into  their  Clofet, 
to  be  inftrucied  in  fuch  matters ,  as  the  moft  re¬ 
tired  places  of  their  Cabinets  contained,  which 
wrere  their  Remedies  and  Medicines,  and  the 
manner  of ' preparing  them.  A  jealous  lover 
could  not  contri  ve  the  foie  impropriation  of  his 
beautiful  Miftrefs  with  greater  flrudy  ,  than  they 
the  foie  pofieffion  of  their  Medicines,  tkefe 
through  their  commonnels  Iofing  as  much  of 
their  value  and  efteem,  as  the  other  by  being 
known  to  more  than  one.  Pachius  a  Roman  Pby - 
fician  of  great  fame  in  the  Reign  o/Tyberius,  (as 
Scribonim  largus  libr.  de  Compof  Med .  Cap.  23, 
wniethf)made  great  gains  of  his  Medicine-named 
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by  himfelfftierz.  Pach.  for  its  frequent  fuccejfes  in 
the  mofi  difficult  Difeafes ,  but  he  whilefi  he  lived, 
would  not  impart  the  compofition  to  any.  But  af¬ 
ter  his  death  he  bequeathed  it  to  T  yberius  Carfar 
in  a  Book.written  to  him ,  which  before  could  not 
be  drawn  from  him  upon  any  fcore ,  though  all 
means  were  ufed  to  know  what  it  was  ,  for  he  did 
prepare  it,  when  he  had  lock' d  himfelf  up  ,  and 
would  not  commit  it  to  any  of  bh  Servants,  for 
be  would caufe  many  more  things  to  be  beaten  than 
it  contained,  purpofely  to  deceive  hvs  people. 
Here  is  to  be  obferved ,  that  for  its  great  effe&s 
he  impofed  the  name  of  Hiera  upon  it,  or  the 
Holy  Medicine,  which  being  once  made  publick, 
and  the  ingredients  known,  was  deferted  naked 
of  its  vertues,  ceafing  to  perform  thofe  wonder¬ 
ful  Cures,  which  whiled:  it  was  by  the  In  ventor 
refer ved  fecret  it  did ;  as  if  the  Divine  Power 
finding  it  felf  abufed  in  its  bounty ,  of  having 
bellowed  a  fecret  T reafiire  on  a  Phylician,  did 
withdraw  it  felf,  upon  the  contempt  of  impart¬ 
ing  it  to  the  V ulgar.  For,  that  God  is  the  firil  and , 
ehiefPhylician,  hath  been  the  conftant  faith  of 
all  Ages,  and  that  Phyncians  were  the  Sons  of  the 
Gods,  was  commendably  averted  by  G alen,  and, 
thereforeit  was  truly  fpoken, that  Medicines  were 
the  hand  of  God ,  thence  meriting  only  fuch 
names, as  related  to  their  Divine  Original ;  thus  a 

certain 
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certain  Antidote  was  called  lo-j'ato  /Equal  to  God, 
another  etoWoros,  given  by  God,  another  Divine ; 
feveral  compofitions  had  the  inlcription  of hq«, 
or  Sacred. 

§r  Upon  this  fo  true  and  undoubted  a  confidc- 
ration,  I  need  not  pry  for  a  caufe  of  thofe  fre¬ 
quent  and  ever  conftant  unfortunate  events,  that 
accompany  the  Medicines  of  moft  of  our  Pra- 
ftiflng  Apothecaries,  unlefs  as  they  feem  to  own, 
the  Trivnal  Deity  fhould  now  negled  to  punifli 
with  fhame  and  difafter ,  fuchas  with  polluttd 
hands  dooffer  to  defile  thofe  Sacred  means, which 
it  hath  intended  for  its  glory ,  the  contrary 
whereof  is  fufficiently  attefted  by  him  ki  the 
Stranded  with  three  doles  of  Mercvrius  Dulcfa, 
given  againft  the  Worms  to  three  Children,  did 
the  fame  day  worm ’em  all  out  of  their  lives: 
And  by  him  in  the  —  who  upon  the  exhibition  > 
of  twenty  Grains  of  Extraftum  Rudi]  ,  fent  a< 
Gentleman  a  hundred  and  nineteen  times  to  his 
Clofe  Stool,  and  the  next  day  to  his  perpetual 
Man  (ion  ;  but  I  am  confident,  without  any  pre¬ 
meditated  malice,  fince  he  was  extreamly  fur- 
prized,  that  fofmall  and  unproportionate  a  dofe 
fhould  prove  fo  cruel  to  his  Cuftomers  Guts,  not 
having  the  grace  to  call  to  mind,  it  was  the  abufe  • 
ofthat  excellent  Medicine,  in  mifapplying  it  to  > 
theDifeafe.  A  farther  teftimony  was  given  by 

another 


another  in'the  Old Baily ,  p relenting  his  Cufto- 
mer  (or  Patient  as  they  ufe  to  term  him,  for  this 
intruth  was  one)  with  a  Callyrium ,  or  Eye- water, 
to  eat  away  a  Pearl  in  his  Eye,  which  through  its 
gnawing  quality  occafioning  a  great  pain,  did 
actrad  fuch  a  quantity  of  humours ,  as  caufed  a 
perfod  Suffufion ,  and  an  incurable  blindnefs  in 
both  Eyes,  an  application  that  could  not  pro- 
mifs  better  fuccefs,  upon  the  negled  of  Bleeding  ' 
and  Purging,  both  implying  a  neceffity  of  being 
premifed  before  the  ufe  of  any  painful  Medicine, 
to  drayn  the  body  of  thcfe  humours, which  other- 
wile  the  fmart  and  pain  would  attrad  to  the  part 
afteded.  The  error  was  ofno  lels  importance , 
when  in  a  great  loofnefs  or  Diarrhea ,  an  Apo¬ 
thecary  with  Croeius  Marti*  and  Opium  fuddenly 
putting  a  flop  to  the  Flux,  impelled  the  Chanal 
ofthofehot  impetuous  humours  into  the  Veins 
and  Arteries,  whereby  moving  the  Blood  into 
a  Tempeft,  occafioned  a  mortal  malignant  Fea- 
ver  in  one  of  his  chief  Cuftomers.  And  at  this 
prefent  day  nothing  is  more  capable  of  ferment¬ 
ing  the  Choler  of  a  certain  wealthy  Merchant, 
than  the  name  of an  Apothecary,  a  practical  one 
having  by  impertinent  repetitions  perfwaded 
him,  his  wife  upon  the  dwelling  and  pitting  of 
her  Legs,  (a  fymptom  common  to  Women  with 
Child)  and  the  dwelling  of  her  Belly,  was  cer¬ 
tainly 


tainly  Dropfical,  which  as  it  was  occaftoned  by 
a  ftoppage  only  particular  to  Women,  was  only 
to  be  remedied  by  removing  it,  and  opening  the 
j  ^  paflages  ;  and  to  that  p'urpofe  did  four  times  a 
!  day  ply  her  with  his  Elettuarium  e  tribns ,  as 
he  called  it, which  was  Powder  of  Steel,  Antimony 
;  Diaphor.  and  barren  Savin  powder’d,  allmixt 
with  Honey  into  an  Eleduary,  the  force  whereof 
:  did  in  a  few  dayes  anfwer  his  intention  of  open¬ 

ing  the  paftages,  and  expel!  ing  an  Embry  on, or  a 
perfed  Conception,  upon  which  the  P urgameuta 
were  driven  down  with  fo  rapid  a  violence,  that 
the  Matrixes  left  dry,  exanguious,  thick,  and 
corrugated,  without  the  leaft  hopes  of  ever  Con¬ 
ceiving  again ;  you  may  conjedure,  what  an  in- 
fupportable  grief  this  moved  in  one,  who  Petting 
afidethe  confluence  of  all  external  circumftancts 
fortune  had  heaped  upon  him ,  could  have  no¬ 
thing  more  contributed  to  his  entire  felicity  in  a 

moft  beautiful  Lady,  and  her  amiable  deports;, 
than  the  addition  ofiflue,  of  which  until  then 
the  (pace  of  fix  years  had  not  given  the  leaft  ap¬ 
pearance.  Fatal  likewife  was  the  mifcarriage  of 
a  Scrivener,  who  being  diftommoded  by  a  very 
acute  pain  and  inflammation  in  his  Ear,  appiyec! 
a  repellent  Medicine'  of  Rags  dipped  in  A  a: 
Sperm,  ran.  and  Oh  Rof.  advifed  to  him  by  a 
Pradical  man,  which  forcing  the  Inflammation

and  not  long  after  a  Cdrps.  Thefe  few  Tragical 
Narratives  fele&ed  out  of  a  hundred  or  more,  I 
ha,ve  here  expofed  to  your  view,  which  may  fuf- 
fice  for  the  reprsefentation  of  their  dangerous 
pr  aft  ice ;  How  ineffectual,  coftly,  and  defraud¬ 
ing  their  general  praftife  is,  I  lhall  in  its  proper 


whence  I  deviated ,  to  continuate  the  ancient 
manner  of  educating  a  young  Phyfician,  who 
though  render’d  ferviceable  to  his  Mafter ,  hav¬ 
ing  acquired  the  knowledge  of  his  Medicines  and 
their  preparations ,  yet  remain’d  as  little  capa¬ 
ble  of  ufing  them,  as  the  Inftrument-Smith  a 
Razor,  or  Lancet ;  and  therefore  bended  his  en- 
devours  to  arrive  to  the  Art  of  difcerning  every 


upon  the  Prognofticks,  all  critical  and  preter¬ 
natural  changes,  the  Dofe,  Conftitution,  and  all 
other  circumftances  of  giving  thofe  Medicines, 
which  he  did  gradually  accomplifh  by  hisfedu- 
lous  attendance  on  his  Mafter,  and  his  practical 
Difcourfes  and  Leftures  from  him  on  every  Pa¬ 
tient  he  vifited.  Laftly,  upon  his  attainment  to 
a  degree  of  perfection  in  the  A  rt ,  difcovered  to 
his  Mafter  by  his  private  examination,  all  the 
Phyficians and  Commonalty  of  the  place  were. 


fummon’d  to  be  prafent  at  t 
in  the  publicb  Plryfick  School,  which  ferved  in' 
lieu  ofmaking  him  free  to  Pra&ice ,  or  taking  of 
his  degree.  The  Oath  was  as  followeth.

I  will  according  to  my  capacity  and 
judgment ,  pr&fcribc  a  manner  of  Dyet  futableto  the  Sick ,  free  from 
all  hurt  and  injury.  N either  will  /  throngh  any  bodies  inter ceffion  offer 

CPoyfon  to  any ,  ~ neither  will  / give  counfel  for  any  fuch  thing.  Neither 
will  l  give  a  Wman  a  P ejfarit  to  deftroy  her  (fonccption*  Moreover  l 
will  exercife  my  Art ,  and  lead  the  reft,  of  my  life  chaftly  and  holily . 
Neither  wilLI  cut  thofe  that  are  troubled  with  the  Stone,  but  give  them 
over  to  Artifts,  that  prof efs  this  Art .  And  whatever  hotsfes  I  (halt 
o  we  into,  1  will  enter  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sick  ;  and  l  will  alftain 
from  doing  any  voluntary  injury  ,  from  all  corruption ,  and  chiefly  from 
that  which  is  Venereal  ,  whether  I  fhould  happen  to  hwe  in  Cure  the 
Bodies  either  of  Women ,  or  of  Men,  or  of  Free-born  meny  or  Servants • 
And  whatever  I  fhould  chance  to  fee  or  hear  in  Curing ,  or  to  kn^w  in  the 
common  life  of  men,  if  it  be  better  not  to  utter  it ,  /  will  conceal ,  and  k“P 
by  me  as  fecretsm  That  as  1  entirely  keep ,  and  do  not  confound  this 
Oath,  it  miy  happen  to  mi  to  enjoy  my  Life  and  my  Art  happily  ,  and 
celebrate  my  glory  among  all  men  to  all  perpetuity  ;  but  if  tranfgr  effing 
and  forfwearing ,  that  the  contrary  may  happen . 


Between 
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§  Between  thefe  bounds  of  fecrecy, veneration, 
honefiy , and  gratitude  the  Art  was  for  many  hun¬ 
dred  years  maintained;  for  in  the  time  of  Galen, 
and  many  Ages  after  him ,  Medicines  f  or  their 
greater  fecrefie  were  us’d  to  be  prepared,  and 
compofed  by  Phyficians,  as  you  may  read 
hbr .  de  virt.  Centaur. where  it’s  obfervable, their 
men  were  wont  to  carry  their  Phyfick  ready  pre¬ 
pared  in  Boxes  after  them,  which  they  themfelves 
according  to  the  exigency  of  the  cafe  did  dif- 
penfe.  This  cuftome  was  continued,  until  Wars 
eeafing,  people  began  to  be  as  intent  upon  the 
propagation  of  mankind ,  as  the  cruelty  of  the 
former  Martial  ages  had  been  upon  its  deftru- 
dion ,  whence  the  world  growing  numerous , 
and  through  idlenefs,  and  want  of  thofe  diver- 
fions  of  their  Military  Employ,  addidiing  them¬ 
felves  to  Gluttony ,  Drunkennefs ,  and  Whore¬ 
dom,  did  contract  fo  great  a  number  of  all  in¬ 
ward  Difeafes,  that  their  multiplicity  impofed 
a  neceffity  upon  Phyficians,  (being  unable  to  at¬ 
tend  them  all  as  formerly  )  to  difmember  their 
Art  into  three  parts ,  whereof  two  were  fervil, 
namely  Chyrurgtry ,  and  Pharmacy,  and  the  other 
Imperial  and  Applicative ,  or  Methodical.  The 

fervil  parts  being  committed  to  fuch  as  are  now 
called  Chyrurgeons  and  Apothecaries,  the  for¬ 
mer,  were  employed  in  applying  external  Medi¬ 
cines 
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cinesto  external'  Difeafes ;  the  latter  in  prepar¬ 
ing  all  ordinary  internal  and  external  Medicines, 
according  to  the  exacted  prsefcription  and  dire¬ 
ction  of  the  Phyficians,  whofe  Servants  ware 
ordered  to  fetch  the  prsefcrihed  Medicines  at  the 
Apothecaries,  and  thence  to  conveigh  them  to 
their  Patients,  by  which  means  the  Apothecary 
was  kept  in  ignorance,  as  to  the  application  and 
ule  of  the  fa  id  Medicines,  not  being  Buffered  to 
be  acquainted  with  the  Patients,  or  their  Difea- 
fes,  to  prevent  their  infinuations.  into  their 
acquaintance,  which  otherwise  might  endanger 
the  diverting  their  Paid  Patients  to  other  Phyfi¬ 
cians,  or  at  lead  their  praffutning  themfelves  to 
venture  at  their  Didempers.  Neither  were  the 
Phyficians  Servants  in  the  lead  probability  of 
undermining  or  imitating  their  Maders  in  their 
pradiice ,  not  knowing  the  Medicines  or  Pre¬ 
fer  ipt  ions.  Befides  all  this ,  thofe.  Remedies , 
from  which  the  chief  efficacy  and  operation 
againdthe  Difeafe  was  expedied,  dill  remained 
fecret  with  the  Phyficians ,  who  thought  it  no 
trouble  to  prepare  them  with  their  own  hands. 
Thus  you  may  remark,  the  Phyficians  necefiary 
jealoufie  of  their  underlings ,  and  their  fmall 
pains,  proved  the  foie  means  of  impropriating 
the  pradiice  of  their  Art  to  themfelves,  and  yet 
by  the  advantage  of  their  Apothecaries  andChy- 
, . H  2  •  rurgeons. 
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rurgeons,  were  capacitated  to  vifit  and  cure  ten 
times  greater  number  ofSick  than  before,  which 
in  a  fhort  time  improved  their  fame  Sc  efface  to  a 
vaft  treafure;whence  it  was  well  rhimed,£W  Ga~ 
hnus  opes^at  Jufiinianus  bonores.  But  at  length 
their  honour  Si  vaft  riches  in  the  eye  of  Apothe¬ 
caries  and  Chyrurgeons ,  proved  feeds  Town  in 
their  mrnds,  that  budded  into  ambition  of  be¬ 
coming  Mafters,  and  into  covetoufnels  of 
equaling  them  in  wealth ,  both  which  they 
thought  themfel  ves  capable  ofafpiring  to,  by  an 
empirical  slcil ,  the  negleft  and  doth  of  their 
Mafters  had  given  them  occafion  tc  attain ,  fince 
they  did  begin  not  to  fcruple,  to  make  them 
Porters  of  their  Medicines  to  their  Patients ,  and 
to  intruft  them  with  the  preparation  of  their 
greateft  fecrets.  This  truft  they  foon  betrayed, 
for  having  insinuated  into  a  familiar  acquain¬ 
tance  with  their  Mafters  Patients,  it  was  a  task 
in  no  wife  difficult  to  perfwade  them ,  that  thofe 
that  had  made, and  difpenled  the  Medicines, were 
as  able  to  apply  ’em  to  the  like  Diftempers,  as 
they  that  had  pradcribed  them ,  who  had  either 
forgot,  or  were  wholly  ignoranthow  to  prepare 
them  ;  fo  that  now  they  were  as  good  as  arrived 
to  a  copartnerfhip  with  their  Mafters ,  in  repu¬ 
tation  and  title,  both  being  called  Doftors  alike, 
and  there  being  no  other  difference  between 

them. 
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them  ;  than  that  the  Matter  Doftor,  comes  at  the 
Heels  of  his  Man  Dottor ,  to  take  in  hand  the 
work  which  he  or  his  Brother  Doftor,  (the  Chy- 
rurgeon)  had  either  fpoiled,  or  could  no  further 
go  on  with  it ;  this  is  e'en  like  Tom  went  to  Mar¬ 
ket,  and  Tom  met  with  Tom.  A  very  fine  cafe  the 
Art  of  Phyfick  and  its  Profeffors  are  reduced  to ; 
and  that  not  only  of  late  dayes,  but  of  almoft 
feven  hundred  years ,  for  before  that  time  Apo¬ 
thecaries  had  fcarce  a  being,  only  there  were 
thofe,  whom  they  called  Seplafiarij ,  from  their 
felling  of  Oyntments  on  the  Market  of  Capua , 
named  Seplafia;  Aromatarij ,  and  Speciarij,  or 
fuch  as  fold  Drugs  and  Spices.  Though  1  mutt 
confefs  Apothecaries  may  offer  a  jutt  objection, 
in  pretending  tp  a  far  greater  antiquity,  fince 
the  original  and  neceffity  of  their  employ  was 
derived  from  the  /Egyptian  Bird  Ifis ,  fpouting- 
Sea- water  into1  its  Breech  for  a  Glyfter. 

§  As  things  in  motion  pafs  their  feafbns  of 
growth,  heighth,  and  declination,  fo  the  Art  of 
Phyfick  having  patted  the  two  former,  is  now  in 
its  declination  expofed  to  be  reduced  to  the  ex- 
treameft  contempt,  fcorn,  and  almoft  a  total 
abolifhment  by  the  prefumptuous  arrogance  or'’ 
every  one,  who  upon  a  long  courfe  of  Phyfick  to  - 
remedy  his  Infirmity,  having  gained  a  famiKa- 
rity  withthe  ufe  and  names  of  thofe  numerous- 
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Medicines ,  advifed  to  him  by  Tome  Practical 
Apothecary,  or  Prtefcribing  Chyrurgeon,  at  his 
recovery  concl  udes  himfelf  as  capable  of  pra- 
ftifing  as  either  of  them.  Upon  fuch  an  occa- 
iion  as  is  here  indanced ,  the  Heel-maker ,  the  r 
Hatband-maker ,  the  Gunfmith ,  that  doating 
old  piece  in  Southwark.,  the  Woman  at  Ham- 
Jlead ,  and  many  others  fell  to  Quack ,  and  to 
Pra&ice,  and  by  the  addition  of  fome  Small  help 
ofa  book  of  Receits,  have  advanced  themfelves 
in  fame  and  credit,  among  our  capricious  Vul- 
gar,beyond  any  of  their  PrafHcal  or  Praefcribing 
Mafters.  But  all  this  notwithdanding ,  fince 
the  Art  of  Phyfick  partakes  in  viciflkude  with 
thofe  things,  that  from  the  lowed  ebb  have  flow’d 
back  to  their  greated  height,  it’s  an  argument  fhe 
is  not  feated  beyond  the  hope  of  being  redored 
to  her  greated  ludre,  and  flourishing  fplendor, 
as  formerly  fhe  was  ,  when  Phyficians  were 
courted  and  reverenced  by  multitudes  of  Sick, 
and  attended  with  a  train  of  their  own  Servants , 
their  Apothecaries  and  Chyrurgeons  all  dili¬ 
gently  expelling  their  commands,  to  a  tittle  and 
-every  the  lead  circumdance  executing  their 
duty,  and  concurring  with  the  people,  in  calling 
them,  for  the  wonders  they  did,  Tutelar  Gods. 
Whence  I  conclude  the  Trade  of  an  Apothecary 
and  the  Vocation  ofa  Chyrurgeon  to  be  of  abfo*.

j  lute  neceffity  ;  for  its  impoffible  any  Phyfician 
of  moderate  praftice,  can  afford  himfelf  the 
time  of  vifiting  his  Patients,  (which  in  thisCity 
do  oft  happen  to  livedifperfed,  and  very  remote 
'  from  one  another,)  and  afterwards  repair  to  his 
Study ,  and  take  their  particular  cafes  into  a 
more  deliberate  and  ferious  confideration  ,  than 
the  talking  noife  of  Vifiters ,  Nurfe ,  and  others , 
about  the  Sick  will  permit  •  unlefs  as  too  many 
are,  he  is  accuftomed  to  make  ufe  of  the  Empi- 
rickj  Conjecturing  Compafs,  and  fo  (lubber  over 
’  the  Difeafe ;  not  being  fenfible  all  this  while ,  it 
is  the  life  of  a  mart:  hung  to  a  thread,  depends  on  < 
his  care,  which  by  the  lead  of  his  mi  flakes  or 
neglefts  will  certainly  fnap  in  pieces;  whereby 
God  is  robbed  ofthe  Glory ,  which  would  have 
been  dueto  him  by  his  cure,  the  Prince  deprived  s 
©f one  of  his  Subjefts,  it  may  be  main  a  pillar  of 
his  Throne ,  Wife  and  Children  by  the  lofs  of 
'  Husband  and  Father  reduced  tobeggery ,  and 
poflibly  to  Whoredom  or  Theft  for  a  iivelyhood. 
Creditors  are  neceffitated  to  a  Bankrupt  for  the  .• 
death  of their  Debtor ;  all  which  important  andi 
weighty  confequences  are  to  be  placed  to  the  ac» . 
count  of  Dtbet  of  the  Phyfician.  Thatbefides 
thefe  parts  of  his  duty  devouring  a  very  great  - 
(hare  of  his  time,  there  fhould  be  a  remainder 
fufficient  for  him  with  his  own  hands  to  pras- 
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pare'all  the  Medicines ,  the  Difeafes  of  fus  Pa¬ 
tients  fhall  require,  is  not  to  be  imagined ;  for 
fuppofing  the  number  of  his  Patients  not  to  ex¬ 
ceed  three  or  four,  their  Difeafes  in  one  or  other 
to  be  complicated  or  double,  as  a  Pleurifie  com¬ 
plicated  with  any  other  inflammaticn,or  obftru- 
61  ion  of  theKidneys,Guts,  Bladder,^.  Which 
former  by  itslelf  preffes  for  the  preparation  ofa 
Julep,  a  Linctius,  aGlyfter  or  two,  a  Cordial,  a 
Cataplafm,a  Sudorifick  Antipleuritick,  an  Hyp- 
notick,  i i*rc.  In  fumma  eight  or  ten  tredious  Me¬ 
dicines  are  to  be  made  up  in  one  day  for  one 
fingle  Patient,  it  may  be  as  many  more  for  a 
fecond,  third  and  fourth ;  fo  here  are  about  forty 
Medicines  to  be  prepared ,  carried  away ,  and 
apply ed  all  in  one  afternoon ,  a  task  that  more 
probably  ought  to  employ  three  or  four  than 
one;  But  what  ifaPhyfician  receives  into  cure 
thirty  or  forty,  as  in  Spring  and  Fall  many  do , 
to  expeft  from  his  hands  the  preparation  of  the 
fixteenth  part  of  the  Medicines,  were  mod  ab- 
furd.So  that  neceffarily  from  this  felf- preparing 
of  ordinary  Remedies,  would  iffue  a  negleft  and 
omiffion  of  many  requifite  Medicines ,  and  in 
want  of  fome  proper  ones ,  the  fubftituting  of 
improper  ,  and  confequently  this  reformation 
muft  infer  a  greater  number  of  inconveniences, 
than  the  pref'ent  pra&ice  is  fubjeft  to.  Moreover. 

that 
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chat  a  Phyfician  fhould  confume  the  better  part 
of  his  time  in  this  fo  fervil  and  drudging  em¬ 
ploy ,  were  to  flight  the  Imperial  and  Com¬ 
manding  part  of  Phyfick,  to  lof  e  the  honour  and 
refped  due  to  him  from  thofe  his  Underlings 
and  others,  and  abfolutely  to  turn  a  pure  Empi- 
rick ,  by  minding  the  preparation  and  applica¬ 
tion  of  his  Medicines  more ,  than  the  Theoretick 
and  Methodical  Science  of Phyfick;  which  ought 
to  be  preferved  and  improved  by  his  continu- 
ated  Study ,  wherein  he  muft  now  be  expofed  to 
a  perpetual  difturbance  by  the  noife  of  the  Mor¬ 
tar,  and  have  his  fpirits  dampt  by  the  unpleafant 
fteems  of  Glyfters ,  Oyntments ,  and  Plaifters , 
and  neceffi cared  to  convert  his  houfe ,  which  the 
honour  of  his  Profeffion  requires  neat  and  fplen- 
did,  into  a  Hogfty.  How  this  greafie,  ftinking 
Glyfter-Pipe  and  Plaifter-Box  Doftor  can  be 
endured  in  the  prefence  of  fome  delicate  tender- 
fented  Ladies ,  that  are  his  Patients,  you  may 
juftly  admire,  when  upon  his  feeling  of  their 
pulfe  with  his  un&uous  fill, they  fhall  apprehend 
themfelves  toftink  of  Threacle  and  Mithridate  all 
the  day  after.  But  Petting  afide  the  fore-men¬ 
tioned  reafons,  and  allowing  the  neceflity  and 
decency  of  reducing  thofe  two  parts  of  prefer  ib- 
ing  and  preparing  Medicines  into  one  body 
again,  the  Phyfician  having  onely  the  pofleffion 
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of  die  better  part ,  muft  go  backwards  to  learn 
the  worfer  from  the  Druggift  and  Apothecary  ; 
to  wit  from  die  former,  the  knowledge ,  choice, 
and  prices  of  all  his  Drugs,  wherein  he  muft  run 
the  hazard  of  being  cheated  by  him,  in  buying-  ’ 
Quid  pro  Quo,  a,  rotten  Drug  for  a  found  one, 
and  paying  a  double  rate  more  than  the  value  of 
the  commodity,  which  may  happen  for  three  or 
four  times  at  leaft,  until  he  hath  Purchafed  a 
competent  craft  for  buying  and  felling.  From 
the  latter  his  quondam  fervant  the  h  pothecary , 
he  muft  be  inftrufted  in  all  the  Artifices  and*  , 
dexterous  w  ayes  of  preparing  Simples,  mixing 
and  difpenfing  them  into  compofitions ,  of 
diffolving  Gums,  expreffing  ofOyls,  and  Juyces, 
prefer ving  and  candying  of  Flowrs,  Herbs, 
Stalks,  and  Rinds ;  powdering  and  rafping  of 
Woods  and  Barks ;  rubbing  th epojieriora  fecun- 
dum  artem  for  to  apply  Leeches,  befides  a  hun¬ 
dred  other  particularities,  knacks,  and  orna¬ 
ments,  as  gilding  of  Electuaries,  Bolufles,  and 
Pills,  and  Handing  in  a  handfom  decent  pofture 
at  the  Mortar,  and  with  a  Bonne  grace  to  found  a 
March,  or  Chyme  a  Tune  with  the  Peftil,  as  he 
is  pulvenfing,  thereby  to  awake  peoples  drow- 
he  eyes,  and  make  ’em  look  up  to  fee  what  Trade 
lives  there ;  and  Iaftly  of  tying  up  Gallipots  and 
Viols,  with  old  Taftety,  rangeing  of’em  in  order 
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on  the  Stall,  to  give  paflers  by  a  not  a  bene  of  the 
great  Trading  of  that  Shop ;  in  fine ,  feven  years 
is  no  more  than  a  juft  fpace,  to  conquer  the  diffi- 
T  culties  of  their  myfterious  Trade,  which  not 
g  confidering  the  lofs  of  time,  how  much  it 
may  contribute  to  the  further  adornment  of  the 
Accomplilbt  Phyficians,  1  refer  to  better  conco- 
died  Judgments. 

*  In  the  next  place  let’s  ponder ,  whether  it 
confifts  with  the  Maximes  of'Policy  to  extirpate 
,  and lubvert their  Corporation,  though  fuppo- 
'  fing  the  better  half  of  ’em  to  be  fuch  as  I  have 
termed  P  radii  cal  men,  and  to  whofe  ill  condudl 
in  their  pradlice  the  Bills  of  Mortality  may  owe 
the  greater  half  of  the  number  of  Burials.  At 
prad'ent  theCountrey  being  fo  much  depopulated 
by  Plague  and  Wars,  the  fuppofition  may  merit 
Pome  confideration ,  however  the  advantages 
their  continuance  imports  to  the  publ ick  feem  to 
overbalance  the  Scales,  i .  The  number  of  their 

Trade  equaling,  if  not  exceeding  any  other,  im- 
plyes  fo  many  Families,  whofe  neceffities  ofVi- 

dluals  and  Clothes  occafion  a  confiderable  T fade.

a.Druggifts,  Chymifts,  Merchants  of  Drugs, 
Seamen  that  Tranfport  the  Drugs  *  Seedfmen, 
Herb- women,  Gardiners,  Labourers,  and  many 
others  having  fo  great  a  dependance  on  Apothe¬ 
caries  ,  would  all  by  their  extirpation  fuftain  a 
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damage  of  that  importance,  as  fhould  difenable 
them  of  contributing  fo  confiderably  to  the  com¬ 
mon  Trade  of  necefiai  ies,  as  fuch  a  vaft  number 
of  Families  require.  3..  By  theruine  of  all  thofe  , 
Trades  and  Families,  it’s  certain  the  Kina  would 
take  a, Chare -in  the  damage,  lofing  fo  valuable  a 
Cuftom  as  that  of  Drugs, and  in  time  ofVVar,and 
other  occafions,  by  the  impair  of  his  Subfidies 
and  Taxes,  which  the  confeq.uence  of  fo  great  a 
proportion  ofSubjeds  ruinated  in  their  Vocation 
inuft  neceffarily  produce.  4.  Churches  have 
been  lay’deven  with  their  foundation  by  the  late 
dreadful  Fire,  and  therefore  through  the  zeal  of 
our  times  it’s  ordained,  they  (ball  be  again  raifed 
to  their  former  ftru  dure  by  a  Revennue  from  the 
Fire,  coals ;  but  this  fufficeing  only  for  the  out- 
fide,  theinfide,  as  Tews,  Benches,  and  Pulpits, 
is  to  be- built  by  the  produd,  of  purchafes  of 
Graves,  which  if  Apothecaries  be  fupprefs’d  ,  , 
and  pradice  wholly  left  to  Phyficians,  will  come 
in  but  flow,  and  therefore  for  the  quickning  of 
that  great  work  ,  they  ought  to  be  encouraged. 

5.  The  antiquity'  of  this  fo  neceffary  -  Trade 
comprehending  fome  hundreds  of years,  pleads 
ftrongly  for  the  right  of  their  continuance. 

6.,  Humane  policy  cannot  conceal  its  jealou- 
fie  in  a  point  fo  effential  as  the  life  of  man  , 
and  therefore  it’s  but  juft,  it  fhould  re¬ 
quire 
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quire  fome  final  I  counterpoife ,  to  balance  and 
juilifie  the  aft  ions  ofPhyficians,when  quasftion’d 
in  the  death  of  any, which  the  Apothecary  is  ever 
ready  to  do,  by  filewing  the  prasfcriptions,  and 
averring  the  excellency  of  the  Medicines,  More¬ 
over  Phyficians  are  mortal  men  ,  and  may  (and 
oft  have)  in  a  debauch’d  humour  prasfcribe  im¬ 
proper  Medicines,  and  mold  improportionafe 
Do/es  ,  which  an  Apothecary  by  the  experience 
of  his  Trade  may  difcover,  and  repair  for  a  refti- 
,  fication  to  the  Phy fieian  next  morning,  when  the: 
cloud  is  over  withhim.  And  what  is  yet  more, 
the  Apothecary  may  inform  the  Phyfician , 
though  prasfcribing  according  to  the  exafteft 
rules  of  Art,  theDofeofhis  prasfcripiion  to  be 
too  large  for  the  particular  conftitution  of  a  Pa¬ 
tient,  which  his  former  experience  of  him  con¬ 
firms  ,  that  the  fixteenth  part  of  it  will  work 
,  ■  moft  ftrongly  with  him ;  and  I  muft  tell  you , 
fome  lives  have  been  faved  by  thefe  kind  of  ad¬ 
monitions,  and  yet  no  difhonour  to  the  Phyfi-> 
cian.  ;;The  onely  objeftion  againft  the  inference 
of  thefe  politick  reafbns ,  is  deduced  from  the, 
authority  of  Plato ,  averting  that  it  is  a  figx 
of  an  ill  govern'd  Commonwealth ,  where  there' 
are  a  great  number  of  Phyficians, 

(y  Torommage  into- the  very  bottom  of  this 
controverfie ,  let’s  fuppofe  the  pramifles  infuf- 

fieictit . 
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fieient  for  an  inference,  and  enquire  whether  it 
were  poffible,  to  give  them  a  lift  out  of  their 
Quacking, or  rather  out  of  their  honefter  Galling 
of  preparing  Medicines.  I  fay  no,  for  confi- 
dering  their  great  number ,  wherein  they  exceed 
Phyficians ;  their  being  more  popular  among  the 
Vulgarthan  they ;  the  daily  obligation  they  im- 
pofe  upon  molt  Trades,  by  buying  their  necef- 
faries  of  them,  or  otherwayes  imploying  them,all 
whom  the  duty  ofretaliation  and  gratitude  per- 
d'wades  to  make  ufe  of  Apothecaries  in  their  way;  r 
the  multitude  of  their  Relations  and  Kindred, 

>  that  out  of  impulfe  of  nature,  more  than  reafon, 
will  endeavour  to  promote  their  intereft  *  it’s  an 
-argument  to  convince  me ,  that  the  Phyficians 
addreffes  to  the  Vulgar  by  their  manifelfo's,  will 
prove  infignificant ,  well  knowing  that  Judges 
fo  ignorant  as  they ,  will  rather  incline  to  the 
ignorant  party  ;  and  therefore  to  prevent  their  •  >. 
putting  on  Plufh  Jackets,  to  appear  as  like  Phy- 
iicians,  as  the  Monkey  did  a  Lawyer,  when  he 
had  got ’s  Mafters  Cap  on,  andfo  to  Quack 
openly ,  it  will  prove  of  greater  concern  to 
reduce  them  to  their  duty ,  by  the  courfe  I 
fhall defcribe  anon,  than  to  labour  their  fup- 
preffion  in  vain.  •  ■  -  .  -  ■  -  ■  :  v  .. 

§  Hitherto  ]  have  entertained  my  Reader  with 
a  difcourfe  of  the  whole  intrigue  in  the  Trade  of 

Apothecaries 
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Apothecaries,  my  own  curioiity  1  will  prefer 
next ,  in  amufing  at  the  grounds  and  reafons, 
why  Apothecaries  in  moft  Kingdoms  do  gene¬ 
rally  Quack  and  Emulate  Phyficians  in  their 
pra&ice ,  rather  than  fubjeft  themlelves  to 
the  juft  Laws  of  Phyfick ,  which  in  moft  Com¬ 
monwealths  they  are  the  moft  inviolable  obser¬ 
vers  of.  It  is  not  the  Witchcraft  of  money  or 
promiles ,  can  prevail  with  an  Apothecary  in 
F lander s?  Holland?  or  any  of  the  Imperial  Cities 
oi  Germany ,  to  hazard  his  reputation,  or  dir 
fturb  his  Confcience,  by  giving  to  any  the  moft 
harmlefs  of  Purges,  without  a  Bill  from  a  lav/ful 
Phyfician;  whereas  in  France  fcarce  any  Apo¬ 
thecary  but  will  prefume  to  advife  Glyfters, 
purging  potions,  and  Ptifan,  which  latter  he 
hath  al way es  ready  ,  and  fells  it  by  t  Re  quart. 
The  caufe  of  this  difference  is  to  be  difcovered  in 
the  people, the  Apothecaries,  and  the  Phyficians. 
T lie  Commonalty:  in  a  Commonwealth  are  itni- 
verfally more induftrious,  laving ,  and  thrifty, 
giving  an  undeniable  real  bn  for  it ,  that  they  are 
obliged  fo  to  be  ,to  orovide  for  licknefs  and 
poverty ;  at  which  time  namely  of  ftcknefs,  the 
meaneft  Tradefman  or  Labourer  is  as  willing  to 
(hew  his  gratitude  to  the  Phyfician,  for  the  pre- 
fervation  of  his  life  (which  he  puts  a  greater 
value  uponythan  to  intruft  wit  ban  Apothecary) 

as 


as  the  beft  of the  Magiftrates.  On  the  other  hand 
in  a  Kingdom  the  popularity  is  more  profufe 
and  Prodigal,  by  reafon  there  being  a  great  con- 
eourfe  of  people  and  principally  ofNobility  and 
Gentry  of  great  Eftates,  occafioMng  an  univerfal 
Trade,  extended  to  the  meaneft,  makes  money 
eafier  to  come  by ;  whence  the  V ulgar  fpending 
it  as  eafie ,  in  cafe  of  ficknefs ,  find  themfelves 
deftitute  of  a  capacity  to  fatisfie  a  Phyfician  ho¬ 
norably,  and  therefore  are  forced  to  apply  them¬ 
felves  to  Empiricks,  or  Pra&ifing  Apothecaries, 
where  they  may  have  advice  and  P hy  fick  at  the 
fame  charge.  The  difference  between  the  Phyfi¬ 
cian  of  a  Kingdom ,  and  a  Commonwealth,  is, 
that  the  former  relpeding  the  fupport  of  his  ho¬ 
nour  and  eafe,  judges  his  merits  by  far  to  exceed 
the  latter,  who  imagines  himfelf  well  fatisfied 
with  the  value  of  a  fhilling  for  eachvifit,arrdfor 
that  reafon  is  upon  the  leaf!:  occafion  fent  for ; 
whence  it  happens,  his  vifits  fometimes  are 
fo  multiplyed ,  that  1  have  known  feveral  to 
have  made  fourfcore  and  a  hundred  vifits  a 
day. 

Once  more  I  muft  difguft  your  Palat,  with 
the  relation  of  the  naufeous,  ineffectual,  and 
fraudulent  praftice  of  Apothecaries  ,  who  with 
their  ends  of  Latine,  choaking  terms, and  flifling 

ohrafes,  ftrive  to  confound  and  amaze  the  fim- 
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'  pic  vulgar .  If  you  are  not  too  melancholy ,  you 
may  fmile  at  this  Story,  a  Pradical  Apothecary 
coming  to  fee  his  Cuftomer,  a  Gobler,  that  lay 
indifpofed  of  a  Colick,  obferved  him  to  crack  a 
fart, (for  fo  it  is  exprcfTed  in  the  Original,)  upon 
which  faith  the  Apothecary ,  Sir,  that’s  nothing 
but  the? 'onitr  nation  of flatuofities  in  your  Intc- 
fiines ;  this  was  no  fooner  out  ofhis  mouth ,  but 
the  Cobler  crackt  another,  and  replyedtohis 
Dodor,  Sir  that’s  nothing  but  your  Hob-  gobling 
notes  thundering  winds  out  of  my  Guts,  which 
'  litteral  return  ofhis  terms  of  Art  in  plain  Eng- 
lifh ,  though  by  chance,  obliged  the  Apothecary 
to  this  expreffion,  1  beg  you  pardon  Sir ,  I  fup- 
pofe  you  have  ftudied  the  Art  of  Phy  fick,  as  well 
as  my  felf,  and  want  not  my  help ;  and  fo  away 
•  went  Don  Jeronimo  di  Capo  di  Bove.  After  this 
give  me  leave  to  be  ferious ,  in  examining  their 
general  pradice  in  all  Difeafes.  Suppofe  your 
felf  to  be  troubled  with  any  Diflremper ,  it  mat¬ 
ters  not  which,  for  all  is  one  to  him  you  are  to 
fend  to ;  upon  his  arrival  he  feels  your  Pulfe,and 
with  a  fixe  eye  on  your  countenance ,  tells  you , 
your  fpirits  are  low,  and  therefore  it’s  high  time 
for  a  Cordial ;  the  next  interrogatory  he  puts 
gravely  to  you  is,  when  was  you  at  Stool  Sir  ?  If 
not  to  day,  hepromifes  to  fend  you  a  Laxative 
Glyfter  by  and  by ;  and  if  you  complain  you 
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have  a  tioofnefs ,  then  inftead  of  one  Laxa¬ 
tive,  -  he  will  lend  you  two  healing  Giyfters.  If 
helices  you  intimate  a  pain  in  your  Stomach  , 
Back  and  Sides ,  then  refponding  to  each  pain, 
you  (hall  have  a  Stomach  Plaifter ,  another  for 
the  right  tide,  a  third  for  the  lefc,  and  a  fourth 
tor  the  Back  ;  and  fo  you  are  like  to  be  well 
patch’d,  and  fortified  round  your  middle.  Now 
before  we  go  farther,  let’s  compute  the  charge  of 
this  firft  day.  Here  is  a  Cordial  compofed  by  the 
direction  of  fom e  old  dully  Bill  on  his  File,  out 
oft  wo  or  three  mufty  Waters,  (efpdcially  if  it 
be  towards  the  latter  end  of  the  year,  and  that  his 
Glalfes  have  been  ftopt  with  corks)  viz.  It  may 
be  a  Citron,  a  Borrage,  and  a  Baum  Water,  all 
very  full  of  Spirits;  if  River  Water  may  befo  . 
accounted  ;  to  thefe  is  to  be  added  one  Ounce  of  -I 
that  miraculous  Threacle  W ater ,  then  to  be  dif- 
folveda  Dram  of  Confehtio  Alkerrnes ,  and  one 
Ounce  of  naufeous  Syrup  of  Gillyflowers ; 
this  being  well  fhaked  in  the  Viol ,  you  fhall  fpy  < 
a  great  quantity  of  Gold  fwiming  in  leaves  up 
and  down,  for  which  ydur  Confidence  would  be 
burdened,  fhould  you  give  him  left  thin  five 
fhillings  ;  for from  the  meaneft  Tradefman  he 
expefts  without  the  leaft  abatement ,  three  and 
fix  pence,  the  ordinary  and  general  price  of  all 
Cordials,  though  confiding  only  oftwo  Ounces 


Gillyflowers .  Your  Glyfter  fliall  be  prepared 
out  of  two  or  three  handfuls  of  Mallow  leaves , 


and  one  Ounce  of  common  Fennil  feeds,  boy  I’d 
in  water  toa  pint,  which  drained  fhMl.be.thi.ck-,- 

cnitiyty  Rape; 


Oyle  and  Brown  Sugar ,  and  To  feafbned  with 
Salt.  This  fliall  be  conveighed  into  your  Guts 
by  the  young  Doidorhis  man,  through  an  engin, 
he  carries  commonly  about  him,  and  makes  him 
fmel  l  lb  whoifom,  lor  which  piece  of  fervice ,  if 
you  prafent  your  Engeneer  below  half  a  Crown, 
he  will  think  himfelf  worfe  dealt  with  than  thofe, 
who  empty  your  neceflary  Clofetsin  the  night. 
The  Mafter  places  to  account  for  the  Gut-Medi¬ 
cine,  (though  it  wereono  more  than  water  and 
fait,)  and  for  the  life  of  his  man,  which  1  he  balls 
Porter idge,  eight  Groats;  Item ,  fora  Stoma - 
chick i  Hepaticki  'tykneticki  and  a  Nephritick 

Plaifter,  for,each  half;a.Crown.  a  What  the  total 
of  this  dayesrPhyfiok  amounts  to,  you  may 
reckon.  ,  The  inext  afternoon  or  evening,’  returns 
the  Apothecary  himfelf,  to  give  you  a  vifit,  (for 
Chould  l;e  appear  inthe  morning,  it  woul/hargue 
he  had  little  tp!  dq,)  and  finding  upon  examina¬ 
tion,  'you  are  rather  worfe  than  better,  by  reafoii 
thofe  plaifters  caufed  a  melting*  of  the  grofs  hu¬ 
mours,  about  the  Bpwelsy  and  diffolved7  them 
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into 


into  winds  and  vapours ,  which  fuming  to  the 
head,,  occafion  a  great  Headach,  dulnefs  and 
drowftnefs,  and  -  part  of  ’em  being  dilperfed-- 
through  the  -Guts-  and  Belly  difcommode  you 
with  a  Colick,-  a  fwelling  ofyour  Belly ,  and  an 
univerfal  pain  or  latitude  in  all  your  Limbs ; 
thus  you  fee,  one  day  makes  work  for  another ; 
however  he  hath  the  wit  to  alfure  you,  they  are- 
figns  ofthe  Operation  of yefterdayes  means,  be¬ 
ginning  to  '  move  and  diffolve  the  humours^ 
which  fucCefsful  work  is  to  be  promoted  by  a* 
Cordial  Apoaem,  the  repetition  of  a. Carmina¬ 
tive  Glyfter,  another  Cordial  to  take  by  Spoon¬ 
fuls,  and  becaufe  your  fleep  hath  been  inter- 
ruptedby  the  unquietnefs  of  fwelling  humours, 
he  will  endeavour  to  procure  you  for  this  next 
night  a  Truce  with your  Difeafe,by  anHypnotick 
potion,  that  fhall  occafion  reft.  Neither  will  he 
give  you  other  caufethan  to  imagine  him  a  mofb 
careful  man,  and  fo  circumfpeft ,  that  fcarce  a 
Symptom  fhall  el  caps  his  particular  regard,  -  and 
therefore  to  remove  your  Headach  by.  retracing 
the  humours,  or  rather  as  you  are  like  to  difcerm 
beft  by  attracting  humours  and  vapours ,  he  will 
order  his  young  Mercury  to  apply- a>Mefieatory. 
to  the  nape  of  your  Neck ,  and  with  a  warm- 
hand  to  befmear  your  Belly  and  alkyour  Joints,, 
a.good  comfortable  Oyntment,  for.to  ap 
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peafe  your  pains  The  Cordial  Apozem  is  a 
Decoftion,  that  (hall  derive  its  vertue  from  twa 
or  three  unfavory  Roots,  as  many  Herbs  and 
Seeds ,  with  a  little  Syrup  of  Gillyflowers ,  for, 

'  three  or  four  times  taking,  which  becaufe  you. 
(hall  not  undervalue  by.  having  it  brought  to  you 
all  in  one  Glafs,  you  (hall  have  it  fent  you  in  fo 
many  Viols  &  Draughts,  &  for  every  one  of  ’em 
(hall  be  placed  three  (hillings  to  your  account , 
which  is  five  parts  more  than  the  whcle  (lands 
him  in ;  for  the  Cordial  potion  as  much,  for  the 
'  Hypnotick  potion  the  fame  price,  for  your  Car¬ 
minative  Glyfter  no. lefs,  and  for  the  Epifpaftick 
Plaifter  a  (hilling,'  Thus  with  the  increafe  of 
your  Dileafe  you  may  perceive  the  increafe  of 
your  Bill,  and  therefore  it’s  no  improper  obfer- 
vation,  that  the  Apothecaries  Practice  follows 
the  courfe  ofthe-Moon.  Thethird  day  produc¬ 
ing  an  addition  of  new  Symptoms,  and  an  aug- 
1  mentation  of  the  old  ones,  the  Patient  (lands  in 
need  of  new  comfort  from  his  Apothecary ,  who 
tells  him,  that  nature  begins  now  to  work  more 
ftrong,  and  therefore  all  things  goes,  well ,  (and 
never  ill but  becaufe  nature  requires  all  poffi- 
ble  afliftance  from  Cordials  and, fmall  e vacua-, 
tions,  he  mud- exp  eft  the  fame  Cordials  over, 
again ,  but  with  the  addition  of  greater  Ingres 

i  dients,  it  may  be  Magiftery  of  Pearl,  orOriental 

Bezoar.

jo  /he  Accomphjm  thyjician*,  am 

Bezoar  in  Powder,  the  former  being  oft  times 
but  Mother  of  Pearl  diffolved  in  diftilled  Vine¬ 
gar,  the  latter  a  cheat  the  Armenians  put  upon 
the  Chrifiians  ,  by  ramming  Pebbles  down  a 
Goats  throat,  afterwards  killing  him,  and  ex¬ 
tracting  the  ftones  before  witnefs  out  ofhis  Maw, 
which  they  fell  for  thofe  rare  Bezoars ,  whereof 
the  quantity  offifteen  Grains  1  have  known,  hath 
been  taken  by  a  Child  of  a  year  old ,  that  lay  ill 
of  the  Small  Pox,  without  the  Ieaffc  effeCf  offweat 


or  any  expulfion  through  the  Pores.  And  befides 
the  repetition  of  a  Glyfter,  and  the  renewing  of 
your  Flaifters ,  for  the  profit  of  your  Phyfician 
you  muffc  be  perfwaded,  to  accept  of  a  comfort¬ 
ing  EleSuary  for  the  Stomach ,  to  promote  di- 
geftion ;  of  a  Col  lution  to  wafti  the  (lime  and  filth 
from  your  Tongue ,  and  to  fecure  your  Gums 
from  the  Scurvy  ;  of  a  Mdilot  Plaifter  to 
apply  to  the  Blifter  was  drawn,  the  night  before; 
of  fome  Spirits  of  Salt  to  drop  into  your  Beer  at 
Meals,  of  three  Pills  of  Ruffi  to  be  fwallowed 
down  that  night,  and  three  next  morning,  which 
poffibly  may  pleafure  you  with  three  Stools  ;  but 
are  to  be  computed  as  2  Dofes,  each  at  a  Shilling ; 
the  Spirit  of  Salt  a  Crown  the  Ounce  ;  for  tne 
Stomach  Ele&uary  as  much,  for  the  Glyfter  as 
before ;  for  your  Cordial  in  relation  to  the  Pearl 
an  &  Bezoar,  their  weight  in  Gold,  which  is. 
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two  pence  a  Grain ,  the  greateft  cheat  of  my 
whole  difcourfe ;  fordreffing  of' your  Blifter  a 
(hilling  ;  for  the  Plaifter  as  formerly.  Here  I 
pnefume  that  candour  in  you,  as  not  to  believe 
me  fo  diflngenious,  as  to  take  the  advantage  of 
Apothecaries,  in  producing  any  other  than  the 
bed  methods  of  their  practice,  and  that  which 
favours  the  lead  of  their  frauds,  for  in  compa- 
rifon  with  others,  (though  thefeare  very  palpa¬ 
ble,  in  regard  there  is  not  a  valuable  confide- 
ration  refpefted,  or  a  proportionable  Quid  pro 
QuoQ)  they  are  fuch  as  may  be  judged  paffable, 

■  yet  when  you  are  to  refled  upon  the  total,  that 
(hall  arrife  out  the  Arithmetical  progreffion  of 
charge,  of  a  fortnights  Phyfick,  modefUy  com¬ 
puted  at  fifteen  Shillings  a  day ,  without  the  in- 
clufion  of  what  you  pleafe  to  pradent  him  for  his 
care ,  trouble ,  and  attendance ,  I  will  not  har¬ 
bour  fo  ill  an  opinion  of  him,  or  give  fb  rigid  a 
cenfure ,  as  your  felf  fhall  upon  the  following 
Oration ,  your  Glyfterpipe-Doftor  delivers  to 
you  with  a  Melancholy  accent ,  in  thefe  terms  ; 
Sir,  I  have  made  ufe  of  my  beft  Skii  and  Indea- 
voursj  have  been  an  Apothecary  this  twenty  years 
and  upwards,  and  have  feentbe  beft Practice  of 
our  beft  London  Phyficians ,  my  Mafter  was  fuch  a 

one,  Mr  .r—  one  of  the  ableft  Apothecaries  of  the 
Qity,  [have  gwen  you  the  beft  Cordials  that  can 


beprxfcribed,  'tis  at  your  infiance  I  did  it ,  lean 
do  no  more ,  and  indeed  it  is  more  properly  the 
vtorkof  &  Phyfician ,  your  cafe  is  dangerous ,  ■  and 

1  think,  if  you  fent  forfuch  a  one,Dr - he  is  a 

very  pretty  man ;  if  you  pleafe  I  will  get  him  to 
comedown.  Now  Sir ,  how  beats  your  Pulfe? 
the  lofs  of  the  money  your  Bill  imports,  adds  to 
your  pains,  through  the  remembrance  it  is  due 
to  one,  that  hath  tooled  you  out  of  it,  and  de- 
lerved  it  no  other  way,  than  by  adding  wings 
to  your  grofs  humours,  that  before  lay  dormant, 
and  now  fly  rampant  up  and  down ,  raking  and 
raging ,  which  had  you  not  been  penny  wife 
and  pound  foalifh,  you  would  have  prevented, 
by  fending  for  <a  Phyfician ,  who  for  the  fmall 
merit  of  a  City  fee ,  (for  which  you  might  alfo 
haveexpededtwo  vifits)  would  have  ftruckat 
the  root  of  your  Difteffiper ,  without  tampering 
at  its  Symptoms,  or  Branches,  and  by  ver- 
tue  of  one  Medicine  reftor’d  you  to  your  former 
condition  ofhealth,  from  which  you  are  now  fo 
remote ;  being  neceffitated ,  confidering  your 
doubtful  date,  to  be  at  the  charge  of  a  Phyfician 
or  two,  to  whom  upon  examination  of  what  hath 
been  done  before ,  the  Apothecary  lhall  humbly 
declare,  he  hath  given  you  nothing  but  Cor¬ 
dials,  which  word  Cordial  he  fuppofes  -to  be  a 
Sufficient  protedion  for  thiserroneous  pradice ;

and  I  muft  tell  you,  that  had  h'13  cordial  method 
been  continued  in  a  Feaver ,  or  any  other  acute 
Diftemper,  for  eight  or  ten  dayes,  your  Heirs 
would  have  been  particularly  obliged  to  him , 
forgiving  you  a  Cordial  remove  out  of  your 
pofleffion,  and  that  through  omiffion  of  thofe 
two  great  Remedies,  Purging  and  Bleeding?  the 
exa£t  ufe  whereof,  in  relpeft  of  tjme: ,  quantity, 
and  other  circumftances ,  can  onely  be  deter¬ 
mined  by  Accomplifht  Phyficians. 

§  1  fhould  accufe  my  felf  of  partiality,  did 
1  conceal,  what  may  be  pleaded  for  their  Pra¬ 
ctice.  Many  a  fnbftancial  Citizen  may  have  the 
fortune,  ©f  a  Servant  taken  Sick  in  his  houfe, 
who  fhould  he  upon  every  flight  accident  of  that 
nature  fling  away  (as  he  calls  it)  ten  fhillings  on 
aPhyfician,  might  juftly  be  elleemed  an  ill  ma¬ 
nager  of  his  concerns,  when  an  Apothecary  at  a 
ventureby  giving  a  Vomit,  Purge,  or  Glyfter, 
may  for  the  charge  of  ajhij|ling  or  eighteen 
pence  remove  die  J-dfta^ggr,  which,' that  now 
and  then  he  performs  with  fuccefs,  is  univerfally 
known  and  taken  notice  of,  and  therefore  in 
fuch  cafes,  i  s  fo  commonly  fent  for,  or. elfe  could 
not  judge  any  man  fo  little  comm ii crating 
the  condition  of  his  Servant,  as  to  cxpoie  his 
life  to  a  ger  tain  danger.  Befides  tlae  A pothecary 
find  s  hhnfelfmqre  galiard  and  confjdent  in  this 
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his  pradice  on  inferiours ;  for  if  they  m  if  carry , 
he  excufes  whatfoever  error  he  hath  committed, 
by  aflerting ,  he  was  importuned  or  rather  for¬ 
ced  to  it  by  their  Matter.  On  the  other  hand, 
flmuld  an  Apothecary  being  thus  called  in  to  a 
fick  Servant,  or  a  mean  Tradefman,  whofe  con¬ 
dition  by  reafon  of  his  charge  of  Family  and 
Children  is  little  better,  refufe  this  affiftance 
difobliges  the  Mafter ,  lofes  the  pradice  of,'  his 
Family ,  or  turns  away  his  Patient ,  who  (hall 
immediately  fend  to  the  next ,  that  fhall  moft 
willingly  embrace  the  employ whence  may  be 
obferved,  the  one  necelTarily  fpurs  on  the  other 
to  pradice.  .'A  third  import  greater  than  any  of 
the  former  is,  that  Phyficians  all,  or  moft,  being 
tyed  to  particular  Apothecaries,  praderibe  their 
Bills  in  terms  fo  obfoure,  that  they  force  all 
chance  Patients  to  repair  to  their  own  Apothe¬ 
caries ,  pretending  a  particular  fecret ,  which 
onely  they  have  the  key  to  unlock  ;  whereas  in 
~  "  it’s  no  other  than  the  commoneft  of  Medi¬ 
an  unufual  name,  on  de- 


cines. 


fign  to dired  you  to  an  Apothecary ,  between: 
whom  and  the  Phyfician  there  is  a  private  corn- 
pad  of  going  fbipsy.  out  of  the  mod'  unreafona-  - 
ble  rates  of  the  laid  <  Medicines ,  wherein  if  you  j 
feek  a  redrefs,  by  (hewing  the  Bill  to  the  Dodor, 
(halt  moft  religioufly  aver ,  it’s  the  cheapeft 
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he  ever  red.  The  confequenqe  hereof  as  to  your 
particular  is  a  double  fraud ;  and  as  to  Apothe¬ 
caries  in  general,  their  number  bearing  the  pro¬ 
portion  of  at  lead  ten  parts  to  one  of  noted  Phy- 
ficians,  to  whom  allowing  each  his  Covenant 
Apothecary^  who  conflicting  but  one  part  of 
the  ten,  the  remaining  nine  parts  of  the  number 
are  compelled  either  to  fit  Hill ,  or  to  Quack  for 
a  Lively  hood;  at  or  lead  eight  of ’em,  for  we’ll 
fuppofe  one  part  of  the  nine  in  a  poffibility,  of 
acquiring  competent  eflates ,  in  a  way  more 
honed,  than  that  of  the  Covenanteers  >  by  their 
wholefale  Trade,  of  fitting  Chyrurgeons  Chefls 
for  Sea,  andfupplying  Countrey  Apothecaries 
with  Compofitions.  Ladly,  all  Accomplilht 
Phylicians  are  liltewife  expofed  to  manifed  in¬ 
juries  from  thofe  Covenant  Apothecaries ,  who 
being  fent  for  by  Patients,  after  a  fhort  effay  of  a 
Cordial,  will  overpower  them  by  perfwafions  to 
call  in  a  Doftor ,  who  (hall  be  noother  than  his 
Covenant  Phyfician ,  by  which  means  the  for¬ 
mer  Phyfician ,  that  by  his  extraordinary  care 
and  Skil  had  obliged  the  Family  before,  fhall  be 
paffed  by,  and  lofe  the  pradlice  of  that  Patient. 
And  fliould  it  happen,  the  fence  of  gratitude  of 
the forementioned  Patient,  fliould  engage  him 
to  continue  the  ufe  of  his  former  Phyfician ,  yet 
this  Covenant  Apothecary  fhall  privately  cavil 
.'i  L  2  at 
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at  every  Bill,  and  imputethe  appearance  of  eve¬ 
ry  new  fmall  pain  or  fymptom,  (which  neceffa- 
rily  inthecourfe  of  a  Djfeafe  will  happen)  to- 
his  ill  addrefs  in  the  Art  of  Phyfick and  fhall 
not  give  over,  before  he  hath  introduced  his 
Covenanteer ,  whofe  authority  in  the  fraud  of  a 
Phyfick  Bill ,  he  fuppoles  to  be  moft  necefo 


§  But  fince  I  have  omitted  nothing ,  relating 
to  the  concern  of  their  pr  aft  ice ,  I  w  ill  not  be 
defeftive  in  propofing  what  may  tend  to  the  in- 
tereft  of their  fo  unreafonable  profit ,  as  people 
judge.  The  neceffity  of  their  Neighborhood  to 
you,  to  be  at  hand  on  all  important  occafions,  is 
an  argument ,  they  pay  great  Rents  in  many 
places,  to  the  fatisfaftion  whereof  andthefup- 
port  oftheir  Families,  it  is  not  the  profit  com¬ 
monly  allowed  over  and  above  what  commo¬ 
dities  ftand  Retailers  in  at  the  Merchants  or 
wholefale  men ,  will  plentifully  fuffice,  fo  that 
it’s  no  more  than  reafon,  they  fihouid  beconfi- 
dered  in  the  Rates  and  Prices  oftheir  Medicines, 
for  the Myfterie ,  pains,  and  Art  of  preparing 
them,  and  afterwards  conveying  them  to  your 
houfe,  where  their  time  in  waiting  on  you ,  and 
anl'wering  many  of  your  impertinent/^uasftions, 
or  running  to  and  fro  for  you  to  the  Doftors  , 
and  oft  being  called  by  you  out  of  their  beds  in 
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thenight ,  ought  1  judge  likewife  to  be  taken  no¬ 
tice  of;  Secondly,  aflHoneft  Apothecaries  at

the  years  end  rid  their  Shops  of  two  thirds  of 
their  decayed  Compofitions,  and  rotten  Simples, 
which  at  their  feafons  they  are  obliged  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  frefh ,  and  keep  them  ready  for  your  ufe, 
if  unhappily  your  Difeafe  fhould  require  any  of 
’em;  whence  it  appears  the  greateft  juftice,  you 
fhould  be  charged  for  Medicines ,  that  are  pur- 
pofely  fo  prepared  and  refervedfor  you  though 
never  prefcribed,  in  the  higher  Rates  and  Prices 
of  fuch ,  you  at  any  time  have  occafion  for. 
Thirdly,  An  Apothecary  being  obliged  to  re¬ 
pair  to  a  Phyficians  Covenant,  Apothecary ,  to 
purchafe  his  Phantaftical  Nojlrum  at  the  unrea- 
fonable  rate  he  is  pleafed  to  value  it  at ,  doth  not 
a  little  inflame  the  reckoning.  Fourthly,.  The 
unskilful  Phyfician  preferring  an.  Ounce  of 
Pearl  in  a  Cordial  Emulfion ,  puts  the  Patients 
Purfe  into  a  Difeafe, and  gives  him  but  little. eafe. 
Moreover  to  prefcribe  Bees  prepared  in  the 


Winter,  or  four  or  five  Ounces  of  Peach  Kernels 
in  the  Spring, or  to  ordain  a  reftorative  EleSuary 
out  of  Parats  tongues,  and  Hawks  livers, as  a  moft 
egregious  Phyfician  of  our  Town  did,  is  an  argu¬ 
ment, you,need  not  to  ftair  ifyour  Bill  amounts  to 
pounds  fierling.  And  when  your  glorious  Phy¬ 
fician  hath  markt  you  down  an  Apozem  of  a 
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yard  and  halflong,  I  would  not  have  you  difpute 
with  your  Apothecary ,  for  demanding  more 
than  what’s  ufual  for  one  ,  that  contains  but  a 
fimple  or  two,  which  poffibly  fhall  operate  more 
eftefiually,  and  the  Phyfician  will  know  more 
certainly ,  which  of  the  Simples  did  the  feat , 
whereas  in  a  great  compofition  it’s  impoffible  to 
determinate  which  of ’em  contributed  moft  to 
the  Cure.  §  Thefe  defefts  and  abufes  in  the  pra¬ 
ctice  of  Phyfick  in  relation  to  their  prices, 
chiefly  depend  on  the  great  bulk  of  the  Lond  n 
Difyenfatory ,  being  overburdned  with  at  leaft 
two  thirds,  though  confidering  the  time  it  was 
'framed in,  might  well  have  vyed  with  any  of 
its  cotemporaries,  for  excellent  and  feled  Com- 
pofitions.  But  the  experience  of  our  fo  wonder¬ 
fully  improved  age  declares,  moft  methods  of 
Phyfick  can  more  commodioufly  be  performed 
withalefs  than  one  third  of  its  Contents.  To 
what  purpofefo  many  fcores  of  Syrups,  which 
upon  their  unavoidable  fermentation  through 
the  heat  ofthe  Summer,  undergo  a  diflipation  of 
the  imbibed  or  infufed  vertues  of  Simples  ,  dif¬ 
fering  afterwards  in  nothing  from  naufeous 
Molafles?  fo  great  a  number  of  diftilled  Waters 
feems  rather  intended  for  pomp,  than  theabfb- 
luteneceffity  of  fuch  Phlegmatick  and  infiped 
Liquors,  as  moft  of  ’em  are.  Aqua  Gilbert /,  and 
-  '  Cordial'" 
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Cordialkfrigida  SaxonLe ,  arethrough  the  addi¬ 
tion  of  Coral ,  Pearl ,  Bezoar ,  and  precious 
Stones,  confiderably  advanced  in  price,  but  not 
the  leaft  particle  in  vertue,  accufing  the  Inven¬ 
tors  of  a  deleft  in  experimental  knowledge, 
which  would  have  difcovered  to  them,  there 
had  been  nothing  fo  Volatii  or  Salin  in  thole 
forementioned  Stones  and  Pearl,  that  fuch  weak ; 
Menftruums  were  capable  of  extrafting.  And 
he  that  reviles  the  Compolition  of  ConfeSiio  Ha- 
mecb-t  will  conclude  it  a  very  fenfelefs  one,  for 
being  render ’d  fo  adftriftive ,  by  that  great  pro¬ 
portion  of Myrobalaas.  Mitbridate  and  Tbreacle 
if  ever  they  had  been  caufes  ofthofe  great  effefts 
former  ages  adfcr  ibed  to  them,  would  certainly 
be  promoted  to  higher  vertues ,  were  they  cor? 
refted  by  the  fubftrafting  many  of  their  poyfo- 
nous  and  hurtful  ingredients.  Neither  could  I 
ever  give  my  felf  a  fatisfaftory  reafon,  whyv 
thofe  ancient  and  pure  Empirical  Compofitions, 
whereof  Mefues  was  fo  diligent  a  Colleftor,  were 
recommended  by  thofe  learned  Phyficians  to  > 
their  Apothecaries,  without  reducing  their  Em¬ 
pirical  and  fenfelefs  multitude  of  ingredients  to  > 
a  ids  and  more  rational  number,  in  the  Compo¬ 
fitions  of  Species  Confeffi.  Liber  P  ulvh  Bezoard. 
Magijlr .  Diarrbod  Abbat.  and  of  many  others ; 
Likewife  the  Chymical  preparations  defcribed  i 
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t  ac com, 
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in  the  latter  end  of  the  faid  Pharmapcea.,  are  as 
mean,  as  they  are  defedive ;  Antimonium  Dia- 
pboreticum  is  not  fo  much  fixt ,  but  oft:  moves 
Vomits ;  the  like  died  may  be  imputed  to  their 
Bezoar  die  urn  Miner  ale.  Their  Mercurim  vitae  T 
proves  for  the  moft  part  Convuifive  towards  the 
latter  part  of  the  operation ;  their  Oleum  Vitrioli 
too  corrofive,  and  not  at  all  volatil ;  their  Tur- 


bith  Mineral  is  as  churlifh,  as  it  is  a  crude  and 
barren  preparation.  The  body  of  the  Chalybs 
pr<rp.  not  being  fufficiently  opened  by  diftill’d 
Vinegar,  doth  not  anfwer  the  Phyficians  expeda- 
tion  in  obftinate  obftrudions.  Their  Magijle- 
rium  Coral,  and  Perlar.  differ  little  from  chalk 
in  powder,  or  lime  well  wafht. .  In  fine,  nothing 
is  more  worthy  of  the  confideration  of  thole  fo 
eminently  Accomplifht  Phyficians  of  the  Col¬ 
lege,  than  the  reformation  of  their  Pharmacopcea , 
the  correding  of  its  Compofitions ,  in  retrench¬ 
ing  the  number  oftlie  ingredients,  and  reducing 
the  body  of  the  whole  into  a' far  lefs  number  of 
Simple  Waters,  Syrups,  Eleduaries,  Powders, 
Compound  Purgatives,Oyntments  and  Plaifters, 
whereby  they  will  Angularly  pleafure  Honed 
Apothecaries,  in  detrading  fo  confiderably  from 
that  needlefs  and  almoft  endlefs  pains  and  trou¬ 
ble;,  the  prefect  Difpenfatory  in  joy  ns  ,  and 
five  them  the  labour  of  running  to  one  another 
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to  borrow  Med icines ;  andlaftly,  fincc  by  this 
fmall  determinate  number  of  Simples  and  Com¬ 
pounds  little  or  nothing  will  remain  to  be  flung 
away  at  the  years  end ,  they  may  afford  their 
■  Medicines  two  thirds  cheaper,  and  yet  be  no  lef> 
Gainers,  and  for  this  the  publick  will  in  grati¬ 
tude  become  their  sequal  Debtors  with  Apothe¬ 
caries. 

§  To  this  preceding  Catalogue  of  clamourous 
abufes  of  Pradifing  Apothecaries,  I  will  annex 
fuch  others,  as  the  immoderate  third  of  lucre, 
and  the  fweet  eafe  of  laz  inefs,  do  tempt  them  to 
and  therefore  if  in  the  preparation  of  prolix 
compofitions,  as  of  Syr.  Arthem.  Syr.  Cham&pit. 
Mhhridate  and  others ,  they  omit  half  a  fcore 
Simples  or  more,  and  fupply  the  deled  of  ’em 
by  a  double  proportion  of  others,  you  may  j  udg, 
they  intend  nothing  but  the  contrading  their 
bufinefs,  and  the  humouring  their  inclination 
to  idlenefs.  And  if  in  the  Species  of  Diamofchit 

they  omit  the  Mofck ,  in  Pulv.  e  Ckel.  Carter  or, 
the  Bezoar,  in  Pulv.  Cardiac.  Magifir.  the  Am- 
bergrife  and  Leaf  Gold,  in  Pulv.  Be^.  Mag. 
the  Unicorns  horn,  and  the  Pearl,  you  may 
imagine  they  defign  a  double  prefit ;  the  one  by 
having  thofe  dear  Ingredients,  and  the  other,  by 
charging  the  laid  Medicines  at  as  high  a  rate  to 
the  Patients  Bill,  as  if  they  had  been  added  in 

M  their 


their  full  proportion.  Secondly,  At  the  Drug- 
gifts  there  being  two  forts  of  all  Drugs ,  the  one 
good,  found  and  dear,  the  other  though  of  the 
fame  kind,  courfe,  almoft  rotten  and  very  cheap ; 
we  may  be  jealous ,  that  thole  who  aim  at  an 
Aldermanfhip  by  a  quick  ftep,  do  for  the  molt 
part  make  ufe  of  the  latter  fort  of  Drugs  in  all 
their  Competitions,  and  in  the  preparations  of 
the  praeferipts  of  Phyficians ;  whofe  Bills  its  moft 
certain  are  by  fome  Apothecaries  unfaithfully 
difpenfed,  by  adding  a  lels  quantity  of  the  In¬ 
gredients,  or  fuch  as  will  prove  ineffedual,  on;, 
deftgn  either  to  protrad  the  courfe  of  Phyfrck,  or 
to  defame  the  Phyfician.  Thirdly,  the  humour 
of  a  Tradefman  to  play  the  Gentleman  is  too* 
vifible  in  many  Apothecaries,  who  pa  ft  their : 
time  either  Phyfician  like  in  vifiting  Patients,  or 
rendring  themlelves  to  the  recreations  of  the: 
times,  wherein  they  are  plentifully  fupported 
by  the  revenue  of  their  Shop,  which  their  men 
manage  according  to  the  idlenefs  and  negligence 
Servants  are  all  addided  to  in  the  abfence.of  their 
Mafters  ;  whence  fuppofing  a  prtefeription  to  be 
erroneoufly  or  dangeroufly  prepared ,  and  the 
Patient  upon  the  taking  of  it  furprized  with 
urgent  fymptoms ,  or  yeild  to  his  laft  fate,  it 
fhall  not  be  divulged  to  you ,  the  man  that  made 
up  the  Medicine  was  a  raw  Apprentice,  or  had 
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been  drinking  Drunk ,  whil’ft  the  Matter  was 
breathing  his  Nag  in  Hide-Park in  ah  which 
tran  fad  ion,  it’s  the  Phyfician  that  mutt  father 
the  ill  fuccefs. 

^  Were  you  here  to  pafs  your  fentiment  on 
the  pramifles,  you  would  conclude  I  had  fpoken 
for  and  againft  the  Apothecaries,  which  how  far 
I  feem  to  have  written  for  them,it’s  time  I  fhould 
refblve  you.  Firft,  inanfwerto  whatlobjeded 
feemingly  on  the  behalf  of  the  reafonablenefs  of 
their  Pradice.  Ourmoft  perfed  Englifh  Law 
impofes  death  upon  thofe  who  exad  money 
(though  out  of  a  neceffity  for  a  Livelyhood) 
from  any,  bythreatning  their  lives,  if  lo,  what 
can  we  fuppofe  a  greater  argument  againft  Apo- 
'thccaries ,  that  exad  great  Sums  in  their  long 
Bills  for  Medicines,  which  beyond  threatning, 
have  artificially  taken  away  their  lives?  for  it’s 
obfervable  our  Law  is  fo  intent  in  the  praferving 
of  the  life  of  every  (though  the  meaneft)  of  the 
Kings  Subjeds,  that  ifa  proof  be  purfued,  that 
the  untimely  death  of  any  perfon  was  caufed  by 
an  error  in  Phyfick,  adminiftred  by  one  that  had 
no  legal  warrant  for  it,  the  crime  is  feverely 
punifh’d  with  a  Rope. 

4  But  fince  the  condition  ofinferiour  Tradef- 
men  and  Servants  will  not  admit  of  great  expen- 
ces  in  Phyficians  fees ,  befides  large  prices  for 
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Medicines,  the  Honourable  College  of  Phyfi*. 
cians  would  Angularly  acquit  their  duty  to  the 
publick,  in  preventing  their  rafh  inconfiderate 
humour  of  running  to  Mountebanks,  Empiricks> 
or  praftifing  Apothecaries  for  cheapnefs  ( fo 
feeming,)  by  appointing  every  three  or  four 
years  one  or  two  Junior  Phyficians  in  every, 
Ward,  whofe  vifiting  Fee  they  fhouldbe  obli¬ 
ged  by  Oath,  fhall  not.  exceed  a  fhilling,  and 
their  Chamber  Fee  fix  pence  ,  by  which  means 
many  lives  might  be  praeferved,  the  young  Phy-. 
fician  gain  confiderably  enough  by  the  frequency 
of  Patients  and  the  multitude  ofVifits ,  and  very 
much  improve  his  experience.  Likewife  there 
ought  a  Pharmacopcea  Pauperism  to  be  annex’d, 
to  the  other,  which  confiding  in  cheap,  few,  and: 
effectual  Medicines ,  and  prepared  by  two  or 
three  Apothecaries,  authorized  for  that  pur- 
pofe  in  every  pefpective  Ward,  and  every  Me¬ 
dicine  reafonably  rated  by,  the  Phyficjan  at,  the 
end  ofhis  pradcription,  it  would  certainly  pre¬ 
vent  the  ruine  of  many  mean  Families  in  cafe  of 
a.  great  Sicknefs,  which  oft  cannot  ftand  them  in 
lefs  than  twenty  or  thirty  pounds, at  the,rate  Phy-. 
fi'ck  is  praefifed  now. 

§•;,  Phyl icians  oflate  have  made  fome  fputter 
about  the  difhonefty,  ftubbornefs ,  and  incapa¬ 
city  of  Apothecaries  in  their  Trade,  but  Peeking, 
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redrefs  among  incompetent  J  udges ,  the  vulgar, 
miftook  their  cafe,  and  fo  muft  begin  again.  The 
Carrier  in  the  Fablecomplaining  to  Jupiter,  his 
Afs  was  fullen  and  wo?d  not  go  the  way  he  wo’d 
have  him ;  Jupiter  return’d  no  other  anfwer , 
than  that  he  had  given  him  hands ;  implying  he 
might  make  ufe  of' ’em  in  taking  the  Afs  by  the 
Haltar,  and  driving  him  on  with  a  Battoon.  The 
Moral  applyed  to  this  affair  can  give  no  offence, 
fince  Fables  never  created  exceptions.  So  then 
the  College  of  Phyfieians  having  the  means  in 
their  own  hands,  which  their  Charter  and  feveral 
afrs  of  Parliament  had  conferred  on  them ,  may 
withoutmuch  difficulty  arrive  to  the  end  of  their 
defign,  by  fummoning  the  chief  of  their  Corpo¬ 
ration  before  them ,.  and  offering  whether  they 
will  accept  of  an  Oath,  to  be  taken  every,  [even 
years  or  oftner,  (to  put  them  in  mind  of  their 
duty,')  in  this  form,  or  any  other  they  (hall  think 
fit.  They  / hall /wear  they  will  prepare  the  Medi¬ 
cines  and  Compofitions  of  their  Difpenfatory 
faithfully  without  altering  or  fubfiituting  Quid 
pro  Quo,  or  omitting  or  adding  any  Simples , 
which  they  engage  [hall  be  the  found  and  good ; 
and  that  they  will  prepare  and  difpenfe  the 
prefer ipt ions  of  Phyfieians  exactly  without  the 
leaf  alteration ,  omijfion  or  addition  ,  without 

cavilling ,  deriding ,  or,  reviling  any  thing  there¬ 
in 
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in  contain'd.  That  they  fball  not  fell  their  Me¬ 
dicines  at  higher  prices  than  the  College  fball 
think,  ft  to  tax  or  rate  them.  That  the y  fball 
not  pret fume  to  give  a  Vomit  or  Purge ,  without  a 
Bill  from  a  Legal  Phyfician.  That  they  fball  not 
give  a  Patient  more  than  one  Cordial  or  Glyfler 
on  an  urgent  occafion,  which  may  fatisfie  the  Pa¬ 
tients  impatiency ,  until  a  Phyfician  be  fent  for , 
provided  alwayes ,  that  this  fball  not  extend  to  , 
hinder  them  from  felling  Mithridate ,  Tbreacle , 
Simple  Waters ,  Syr  ups ,  or  any  thing  elfe  a  Cufio- 
mer  will  buy  of  'em.  That  they  fijall  not  fed 
Pulfes ,  examine  Patients ,  puzgle  or  fright  them 
to  caufe  them  to  fend  for  another.  That  they  fball 
difpenfe  Laudanum ,  Mercurius  vitae ,  and  feme 
other  weighty  Medicines  with  their  own  hands. 
That  they  fball  give  Phyficians  a  due  refpett  and 
honour ,  oppofe  the  frauds  and  infmuations  of 
Empiricks  and  Praftifing  Apothecaries.  That > 
they  fball  not  keep  any  Medicine  in  their  Shops 
longer ,  than  the  College  pr&fcribes  a  time  for 
their  continuing  good  and  found.  That  they 
fball  not  fell  Sublimate ,  Precipitate ,  Arfenick. 
or  any  other  fort  of  quick,  poyfon  to  any  infer ioiir 
or  unknown  Cufiomer.  That  they  floall  conceal 
the  Difeafes  of  Patients,  or  whatever  other  fecrets 
are  committed  to  them  in  the  Cure.  That  they 
fball  likewife  keep  fecret  fetch  preefcripts  of  the 
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Phyficians  as  they  Jhall  enjoyn  them  to.  That 
they  Jhall  not  publickly  or  privately  advife  or 
fell  any  Medicine  that  may  occafion  Women  to 
mifcarriages ,  or  kill  their  Conception.  That 
they  Jhall  difcover  the  frauds  and  errors  com¬ 
mitted  by  Prafiifwg  Apothecaries ,  if  JufpeSled 
to  have  caufed  the  untimely  death  of  any.  That 
they  Jhall  not  let  Blood ,  drefs  Ulcers ,  or  in¬ 
vade  any  part  of  the  Skilful  Chyrurgeons  em¬ 
ploy.  Befides  what  elfe  is  convenient  to  be 
added.  An  Oath  being  no  more  than  ne- 
ceffary  in  a  Trade,  where  frauds  and  abufes  arc 
£o  practicable ,  I  am  confident  no  Hon  eft  # 
Apothecary  can  or  will  refute  it,  fince.. 
containing  no -particular ,  that  cuts  off  from 
the  priviledge  or  full  extent  of  his  Trade. 
Thofe  whom  the  honefty  of  their  intentions 
{hall  perfwade  their  fubmiffion  to  thefe  rules, 
may  be  diftinguifh’d  from  others,  by  being 
called  College  Apothecaries ,  to  whom  it  s  like- 
wife  mod  juft,  the  Phyficians  flail  ingage  upon  ■ 
the  reputation  of  their  P  r  of ef ion ,  not  to  pre¬ 
pare  any  Medicines ,  hut  fuch  as  are  very  diffi¬ 
culty  requiring  art  and  care ,  and  whereon  the  - 
weight  and  principal  efficacy  of  Curing  great 
Difafes  doth  depend ,  but  that  they  flail  fend 
thefe  alfo  to  be  difpmfed  by  them ,  and  confe- 
Quenth  fhall  have  off  pr <efcribing  of  Noflrums 
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that  wereufed  to  be  prepared  by  their  Covenant 
Apothecaries .  Moreover  that  they Jh all  mt  divert 
any  Patient  from  his  Apothecary ,  or  in  the 
kaft  hint  at  hk  incapacity,  to  caufe  any  fufpi- 
cion  or  prejudice  in  the  Patient ;  that  they 
flail  ever  refufe  to  make  ufe  of  a  P  r  abHifmg  or 
any  other  than  a  College  Apothecary ,  but  in- 
deavour  the  fuppreffion  of  all  fuch  and  Empi- 
rich  ■>  for  their  mutual  inter  eft  and  advan¬ 
tage  ,  and  ever  be  obliged  to  give  a  good 
Char  abler  of  them  in  particular.  That  they 
will  tax  and  rate  their  compofitions  and  pree-  ' 
fcriptions  confciencioufly ,  and  with  a  particu¬ 
lar  regard  had  to  their  Rents ,  charge  of 
Servants ,  lofs  of  time ,  and  all  other  mceffary 
drcumfiances.  That  they  flail  not  Vfurp  any 
Authority  or  Majejlical  command  over  them , 
other  than  of  prefer  ibing,  dire&ing ,  and  in¬ 
forming  what's  necejfary  for  the  good  of  the  Pa¬ 
tient  and  their  Cujlomer ,  and  confequently  ejleem  ' 
'em  as  free  Tradefmen. 

§  But  if  it  fhall  be  made  to  appear,  a 
College  Apothecary  hath  in  any  particular, 
broken  his  Oath,  he  fhall  be  expelled  and 
extermined  as  a  perjured  perfon ,  out  of  the 
College  Practice ,  without  the  Jeaft  hope  of 
ever  being  received  in  again.  Likewife  a 
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to  be  degraded  df  the  honour,  of  being  a  mem¬ 
ber  offo  honourable  a  Society.  ,_w 

§  The  irregularity  of  the  Pra&ice  of  Phyfick 
being  in  a  great  meafure  to  be  imputed  to  the 
perverle  qualities  of  lome  of  themfelves ,  the 
Collegiate  Phylicians  ought  to  pafs  an  ingage- 
ment  .  They  Jhall  depofe  all  envy  and  malice , 
by  defijling  to  decry  or  deprefs  one  another  by 
clandejlin  finifier  reflexions ,  but  on  the  con - 
trary ,  rather  aiming  at  that  part  of  a  Gentle¬ 
man,  to  give  a  generous  CharaSler  of  one  ano¬ 
ther,  That  they  Jhall  not  undertake  the  Cure 
of  any  Patient ,  who  hath  made  ufe  of  another , 
before  the  former  Phyfician  is  difmiffed  with  his 
due  fatisfaftion.  That  if  two  or  more  are  called 
to  a  confultation ,  they  Jhall  go  out  together ,  and 
no  [ingle  one  tarry  behind ,  to  inflnuate  into 
the  opinion  of  the  Patient  or  his  Friends.  That 
all  confultations  Jhall  be  made  in  a  room  pri¬ 
vate  to  themfelves ,  and  all  their  particular  judg¬ 
ments  Jhall  be  left  wholly  to  be  approved  and  de¬ 
cided  by  the Phyficianthat  was  firfl  called ,  who 
ought  likewife  to  pr  defer  the  only. That  being  called 
where  an  Empirick  or  Pradiifing  Apothecary  hath 
by  an  irregular  method  brought  the  Patient  into 
a  manififi  danger ,  and  an  irrecoverable  condi¬ 
tion,  he  (hall  be  obliged  to  acqiyiint  the  College 
with  it.  ' 
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By  a  line  of  impartiality  I  have  drawn  this 
traft,  not  being  confcious  of  any  pique  I  have 
to  any  party  therein  mentioned,  and  for  that 
reafon  can  aflert,  l  have  produced  what  may 
be  urged  for  Phyfioian  and  Apothecary ,  to  the 
leaft  circumftancc,  and  have  likewife  annex’d  a 
way  for  accommodation  between  ’em ,  but  how 
well  or  how  ill  I  leave  to  the  Reader  j  and  fo 
farewell.;

THis  preceding  difeoatfe  was  almoft  finifti'd  in  the 'Im- 
prvfli  )n  ,  wnen  I  chanced  to  fpy  fomewhat  new,  prjekt  up 
againGapoGin  a  Biilad-fellers  Stall,  at  firrt  appearing  like 
fame  Grange  News  from  Tripoly ,  butupon  a  nearer  approach* 
obferved  a  very  worthy  perfon*Dr.  Aitrret  named  i*ch’  Title  of 
LtxTatfrw,  and  in  the  enfuing  page  Dr.  G odd  Art ,  both  very 
Accomplifht.and  Eminently  Learned  in  their  ProfelTion  ;  alfo 
a  third,  Dr.  Daniel  C*xy  a  perfon  as  ingenious  as  learned. 
Thefe  to  whom  the  generality  of  judicious  men  dedicate  a 
chart&er  more  ample,  than  my  narrow  bounds  will  permit 
to  exprefs,  were  afiaulfed  in  their  honour  and  reputation  by  s 
clandcGm  fcurnlousCabal  of  four  or  five  Pra&ifirrg  Apothe¬ 
caries,  rating  up  in  the  Libel  ferementioned  all  the  filth  and 
dirt  the  Smck  of  their  imagination  Gunk  of,  but  with  no 
other  fuccds  than  the  befpattenng  of  themfelYCs,  and  defiling 
their  own  Neft.  The  provocation  for  this  was  no  more  than 
what  paifers  by  give  to  thole  fnarling  Animals,  that  bark  at  ’em, 
becaufs  they  are  none  of  the  houfe  ;  it  being  the  fentiment  of 
thofe  Learned  men  in  their  Treatifes,  that  the  people  wereex- 
treamly  itr  pofed  upon  by  fome  fraudulent  Apothecaries ,  whom 
they  endeavoured  to  divert  from  theic  impious  practice  by  a 
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threat,  they  would  attempt  the  preparation  of  their  own  Medi¬ 
cines  i  which  the  urgent  occaiion  of  a  fickly  feafon*  and 
many  inconveniences  attending  a  private  Pharmacy  might  eafily 
prevail  with  them,  to  render  hack  to  thofe,  whole  ettablifh’d 
employment  it  htd  been  for  fome  ages.  This  was  the  opinion  of 
all  fober  and  honeft  Apothecaries,  with  a  ccnfure,  that  the  fore- 
X a  id  Pimphlet  was  Indited  by  fome  Hermaphrodite  Apothecary- 
Do&or  to  deferve  a  fmall  piece  ,  or  to  raife  himfelf  by  caufing  a 
divifion  between  Phyficiani  and  Apothecaries  >  thefe  latter  de* 
tefting  thofe  fcandalous  reflexions  on  the  whole  Corporation  of 
Phyficians,  and  others  in  particular  by  inferring  their  names,  a 
fort  of  impudence  not  common  in  a  civ il. zed  Government ,  and 
what  is  more,  of  givng  the  Lye  to  a  Gentleman,  which  the  Lex 
Talionisoi  all  Nations  recompenfes  with  zBaftonade.  But  give 
Diahdw  his  due, the  particular  naming  of  perfons  being  left  our, 
it  might  pafs  for  a  piece  of  Bouffonerky the  chief  Author  being  fitter 

for  a - on  the  little  Theatre  of  a  Bartholomew  Booth, 

than - fure  he  would  have  burfledhad  he  not  gi’n  vent  to  his 

witty  Hogfliead ,  that  was  thus  upon  the  frets  and  when  he  has 
keen  well  rackt  till  the  Lees  drop  into  his  Breeches*  his  manners 
will  (hew  more  fine.  However  Tie  paf$  one  hours  time  to  give 
an  e fifty ,  how  facil  it  is  to  retort ,  but  without  reverberating 
heat :(  fol*  7*  Lex  Talionu)That  the  young  Phyftcian  mnfl  he  lodged  gra¬ 
tis  in  the  Apothecaries  bpfifcy  and  attended  on  by  the  Servant sy  and  by 
tkeMiftrifs  into  the  bargain  y a  filthy  Bird  that  befowls  his  own  neft. 
Cancan!  What’s  his  meaning  ?  coafeffes,  he  holds  his  Trade  by 
a  contented  tenure  in  Capite  ;  or  by  giving  Purges  at’s  houfe, 
when  the  fign  is  in  Capricorn ,  and  for  that  reafon  the  Englijlo 
tMonnfienr  comes  not  thither  ,  without  muzling  his  Nofc  un¬ 
der  his  Cloak.  But  the  Gentleman  has  forgot  to  tell  you,  his 
Trade  is  the  onely  means  the  Phyfician  has  to  fibab  off  his  Tym- 
pany-Coufin  to  the  young  Apothecary ,  in  hopes  of  his  Practice 
for  her  Portion  ,  urgente  neceffitate ,  Poiot  that.  fol.  24.  The 
Apothecaries  having  a  laudable  cuflom  once  a  year  (and  ofener  too) 
as  many  atplcafcytogo  HerbarMng  (don’t  fay  Simpling)  in  Guttur- 
lane,.  where  any  not  knowingmaybe  infiruHed  by  thofe ,  who  well  un¬ 
derhand,  and  are  learned ;  —  O  Learned  Herb  women  !  ( fol.  25.) 
he  recites  a  fi&itious  ftory  of  a  Carrot  top  •  A  moft  praegnant 
invention  of  his  Carrot-pate  imagination.  (fol#2.)  for  Cents 
.  -/  .  fayes 


fayeshe,  an  incomparable  G alius,  whither  his  Brother  Apothe¬ 
cary  was  carried  the  laftSeffions  in  the  little  Coach  (to  1.  17.)  with 
two  Wheel?,  up  Holborn  and— fuch  another  his  Glyfter-pipefhip- 
may  keep  in  Time,  for  it  would  be  too  pedanticktor  our  age  to 
fay  the  Apothecary  goeth  to  his  Countrey  houfe.  fol.  1 7.  Of  late 
times  there  being  more  (Do&ors)  Knighted,  than  known  in  Jo  fhort  a 
time .  It  this  be  the  conteft  ,  as  many  of  you  ftiall  be  exalted  to  a 
Knighthood  o’th’  burning  Peftil,with  the  figure  Ch.in  the  record 
of  your  Manualjbut  that  wil  fpoil  your  Palmeftry  I  doubt.(foi.2.) 
But  Dominey  was  it  falva  confcientiay  (fol.  2  <$.)  when  for  a  truth 
one  of  your  fmall  Brethren  in  the  Margin  oi’s  Bill ,  put  down 
Item  for  Item  and  Item  of  Pulvis  ad  Anginam  ,  being  nothing  but 
Album  Gr&cKmy  each  paper  at  half  a  Crown;  for  forty  papers 
j ufto  five  pounds  for  Wnite  Dogs. —  and  what  you  pleafe  befidcs 
for  Tobith  and*s  little  Cur  ?  H  ifh  hu(b,  ail  comes  out;  ’tis  not 
for°otten  the  poor  Lady  in — march’d  off  of  an  A  U  modest  had 
o0tby  taking  fome  Pills  Mr.  Namelefs  had  roul’d  between’* 
Teeth,  to  make  ’em  take  gilt  the  better.  Hereafter  pray  leave 
oft  that  trick*  'Tfeems  Mr.  Namelefs  had  beea  bafeiy  paid 
foi’sGlyfter;  And  how  defervedly  then  the  Bon  Droll  ftiles  ’em 
(fol.  19.)  a  Society,  generally  ( none  excepted?  )  very  honeft 
and  fober  men,  Oiboh  J  Pray  do  n’c  go  by  t*  Artichoak  Leaden— 
fir.  Pils,  Potions,  and  Quack- advice  you  may  have,  and  after 
that  a  long  Arithmetical  Scrowl,  little  (barter  than  a  Shentlemans 
Genealogy  v  This  his  Jong  Picaro  Bull  humbly  prefentto  you,  and 
if  you  bid’um  fend  Urftu  major,  and  you  will  pay  hit  B  ll  ;  ex- 
p:a  not  a  Farthing  abatement  from  the  favour  of  a  Quantum  me¬ 
ruit  ;  for  here’s  a  plain  Ajfnmffit  -  if  youunderftand  not  this 
Knack,  the  Jeroboams  (hall  make  you  — -  Probaium  eft  5  for  it's  on 
Record  more  then  once  in  fcveral  of  the  Courts,  (fob  17.) 
The  Battle  is  to  theftrong ;  but  they  are  ftrong,for  they  ne’r  break; 
and  how  can  they  ?  three  Patients  i’  th’  Spring  makes  their  Pot 
boil  ail  the  year.  It’s  well  put  in,  a  word  of  the  battle  ;  for  ge¬ 
nerally  they  go  armed  with  the  Ivory  pocket  Piftol,  &  the  Box  of 
oiJc  Ballets  ;  and  Anri  facra  fames ,  the  good  Old  Caufe,  even 
ft’s  that  they  fight  for.

length  O  how  fervently  did  they  embrace  it  |  All  had  been  well, 
and  they  had  ftill  continued  in  the  fame  psrfwafton,  had  not  that 
wretch  Brother  Namelejs  held  forth  his  poyfonous  Box  of  Oint¬ 
ment,  almoft  to  the  utter  deftru&ion  oi  their  fwecttnjoymenr, 
and  their  comfortable  fcllowftiip  ;  Bit  how  precious  an  An¬ 
tidote  was  Mcrcurius  Dulcis  then ,  to  rebuke  that  evil  fpirit 
Luft  and  Conven -tickling  had  let  in  among  ’em  ?  Nemo 
emnibw  horu  f apt y  may  as  well  be  verified  of  this  apothecary  as  any 
other ,  when  he  bought  dryed  Eels  for  Vipers,  to  make  Trochifci , 
for  his  Venice  Threacle,  an  Admirable  Antidote!  (iol.f.)  for 
Aoubtlefs  (fays  he )  the  difereet  apothecary  being  learned ,  may  make*' 
far  abler  Phyfician  than  he  an  Ahothecary  •  for  it's  but  joyning  the 
Theory  of  Phyfid e  with  his  Pra&ic and  he  may  be  compleat  j  whar  ?  a 
compleat  Mountebank !  conceditur ;  but  qumodo pttivU fignior  Apo¬ 
thecary,  the.  joyning  of  the  Theory  witn  the  Pra&ick  ?  poftibiy 
the  '  joyning  of  Culpepper  with  the  Glyfterpipe  ;  or  Poor  Robin's 
Almanack  with  the  Peftil  and  Mortar ;  fer  iouilr  a  very  compleat 
Phyfician.  Complamatnm  efi ;  and  from  that  rule  (io\9n)  all  * 
Fools  or  Phyftciaus  indeed, or  both,  if  he’ll  accept  on’t  2  (foi.  25 .) 
for  ex  quovisligmuonfit  Mercurim,  i.  e.  ex  quovis  wooden  Apo¬ 
thecary  non  fit  Medicw.  But  whence  had  your  Worfhip  all 
tthofe  ends  of  Latin  ?  fure  th’are  the  parings  of  fomc  Umverftiy 
Cobler  5  for  confident  I  am  the  learn’d  Author’s  Gorham  af- 
fiftantsare  fcarce  guilty  of  knowing  the  firft  letter  of  the  Greek 
a*  th*  title,  though  it  proved  their  neck  Verfe  (fol  25 .)  the  Apo-  V 
thecary  if  he  nottld  ttnderftand  the  praftice  ( a  contra  ii&ion  now  con- 
fefting  their  ignorance  i*  th’  Pra&ick)  and  Theory  of  Phyfid » ,  or  any 
quefiion  that  can  be  asked ,  (what  turn  Aftrologer  too  ]  )  let  him  buy 
FrambefariHijhe  beft  piece  ever  Duns  ftudied  So  anfwer’s  Quodiibets  - 
that’s  th’ufe  on’t.Though  when  he  trugM  to Cambridg  for  a  degree* 
of  Blockhead  in  Phyfick,  Don  Qmxot  falter'd  moft  abominably, 
being  better  vers’d  in  Piifcian  than  Galen .  Q not funt  partes  Me - 
iicina  ?  Anfwer’d  eymnque.  Primo ,  to  perfwade  a  Cuftomer  in 
health  he’s  fick.  Secundo ,  to  give  him  a -Pill  that  (Kali  snake 
him  fick.  7mi@,  co  vamp  him  up  with  Cordials.  Quarto , 
t®  make*im  believe  he’s  well,  though  now  fick indeed.  Q»inp% 
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to  prtfent  *im  with  a  long  B1I;  if  trap  be  the  word  go  on  and 
profper.  f[ol  t6.)  he  comments  on  an  ingenious  book  de  Ter-* 
nisnt4tione>\\Vz  a-n  Afintee  adbyram  $  as  if  the  learned  Author  had 
not  been  able  to  explain’s  own  thoughts,  neverthelefs  runs  on 
miftaking  the  thing  til  along.  But  my  friend,  when  you  have 
thorowly  perufed  the  ’Praxis  Riverli((oL  26.)  and  'Prlmrofes  En- 
chiridiumftiW  it  will  be  but  Simla  eft  Jimia,  etiamfi  aurea  geftet  in - 
fignU,  in  Engliflo  a  debauch’d  Apothecary.  Neither  will  your 
Afinary  canting  on  the  fermentation  ffol.  27. )  for  a  fpecimn  of 
their  wonderful  pretended  progrefs  in  Phyfick,  excufe  ’em  from 
being  *■■■  ■  ■  in  print  ;  (fol.  25.)  Let  but  a  rational  learned  Afo- 
thecaryMc.Guzvdt  la  gamba!  A  rational  learned  fwabber  in  Pny- 
fick,  a  Pot- carry  !  and  vthy  may  not  a  Rational  learned  Chimney- 
fweeper  add  but  fomerthat  of  the  Theory  ( verba  codicis)  to  his  former 
elfervationsy  be  better  fitted  for  pratlice ,  and  /  veonld  fooner  engage  him 
than  many  a  Bet-carry*  I  mar’!  tro*  your  Worftnp  forgets 
they  have  travelled  too  as  well  as  Phyftcians*  ’tis  confeffed  they 
have  $  but  *twas  on  Balaam's  Afs,  from  the  Village  of  lgmrancey 
through  the  Town  of Cheat'em  in  Lwg-UU-fhirtj.A  they  came  to 
the  ftrong  Caftle  o(  Impudence.  Pajfe par  la  ftii,(>ut  in  your  Travels, 
v  have  a  care  of  the  little  Coach,  they  make  an  ugly  halt  by  the 
way,  unlefs  the  Coachman  will  ingage  to  bring  you  back,  and  yet 
pt  would  be  dangerous  to  take*s  word.
